Commissioner Reynolds has the bulk of 
the results of the inspection and has a fair 
idea of the awful shave of the building, He 
declines, however, to say at present what the 
réport willcontain. Before it is given out for 
publication he will submit it to Dr. J. B. 
Hamilton, Surgeon of the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital. Dr. Hamilton ought to be 
able to approve its findings, for he has an of- 
fice in the Government Building and can at- 
tach his signature with feeling.

GREAT DISOORD AMONG THE MAN- 
AGERS OF A OHARITY. 


Trouble in the Board of the Home for 
Destitute Crippled Children, Which 
Has Been Growing for Months, Comes 
to a Head, and Mrs. Stelle, Who Origi- 
nated the Work, Resigns and Asks for 
an Investigation=One of Her Support- 
ers Is Insulted, 

Trouble that for months has been gradually 
gathering strength in the Board of Directors 
of the Home for Destitute Crippled Children 
at Park avenue and Paulina street culminated 
in a scene Friday at the monthly meeting in 
which teara flowed freely and much emo- 
tional language was used. Every effort has 
been made to hush the matter up. Officers 
and directors deny that there was any scene 
or that there has been aught but the most per- 


| fect harmony in the board. 


One result of the affair has been that Mrs. 
E. E. Stelle, who originated the idea of the 
home and who has done more than any other 
one person to get the home started, 
has been forced to offer. her _ resig- 
nation and demand an _ investigation; 
that the resignation was accepted and the 
investigation refused during the temporary 
absence of her friends from the room; that 
one of her supporters was offered an insult 
in open meeting. 

To begin at the beginning. Mrs. E. FE. 
Stelle some time since called a meeting at 
Central Music Halil, which was folioweda 
week later by one at the Sherman Heuse, 
with the result that Nov. 22, 1892, the home 
was granted acharter. The movement grew 
to large proportions and it soon became time 
to seek a location fora home. A real estate

The settling is going steadily on at the old 
rate of speed. Mr, O'Rourke thought there 
was no immediate fear of a collapse, but that 
was the best he felg warranted in saying. He 
thought bricks, pieces of stucco, or iron 
likely to fall at any moment. The 
only way to avert a catastrophe 
was by a system of underpinning which would 
cost nearly $750,000, interrupt the postal 
service, and in the end result 1n a patched-up, 
unsightly structure. He therefore hesitated 
in recommending anything more than the ex- 
penditure of the minimum amount of money 
necessary for the safety and convenience of 
the occupants. — 


Secretary Carlisle Approached, 


Sept. 16 Gen. John C. Black and the Con- 
gressional delegation had a prolonged inter- 
view with Secretary Carlisle, Gen, Black 
presenting to. him a memorial on the subject 
which he himself had prepared, but which 
was signed by Messrs. Hunter, McGann, 
Durborow, Aldrich, and Goldzier also. The 
memorial took the position that the 
Government Building was rapidly sink- 
ing. It was _ insisted that even 
governmental poverty should not be 
pleaded to prevent favorable action. The 
Secretary ‘was asked to order the immediate 
vacation of the building and also to consent 
that the facts in his possession through the 
medium of his subordinate officials should 
be made available to the delegation in pro- 
moting congressional action on the subject. 

Secretary Carlisle in reply said he fully 
agreed with the delegation as to the necessity 
of doing something, but that when he was in 
Chicago he had caused a special examination 
of the building to be made by Architect Egan 
and had in other ways fully posted himself as 
to its condition. Hence hecould not agree 
with the delegation as to the necessity of or- 
dering the immediate vacation of the prem. 
ises. At any rate, he said, if the 
premises were to be vacated he would 
not make the order without the passage 
of a resolution by Congress. He remarked 
incidentally that persons had written to him 
assuring him that the demand for a new build- 
ing was simpiy a contractors’ scheme, and 
that the demand for the vacation of the prem- 
ises was in the interest of real estate owners. 
He said he did not indorse these sentiments, 
and only referred to these communications 
as bearing on the subject. The Secretary 
promised to look further into the matter on 
Mr. (’Rourke’s return to Washington, and to 
allow the delegation the use of all informa- 
tion im his possession for promoting legisla- 
tion. 


HOT CHASE AFTER $25,000 IN GOLD. 


How KR. A. Ammon Got Away from > 
'  Moentana Sheriff. 

Great Faris, Mont., Jan. 20.—[Special. ]— 
Sheriff Scott of Fergus County arrived here 
this morning in hot pursuit of $25,000 in 
gold bullion, which R. A. Ammon, @ New York 
lawyer and Secretary of the Gilt Edge — 

mpany, succeeded in carrying away 
him cat hte deputies armed with rifles. The 
bullion was to be attached by Lewistown mer- 
chants, but Ammon loaded the gold on teams 
and drove 150 miles across wild country in a 
snowstorm. He was held up by deputies at 
three places. At Griser the Sheriff covered 
him with a rifle and intimated he would have 
the bullion or a dead driver. Ammon told 
him Fergus papers could hold in Cascade 
County and drove on. He reached this city 


and sold the bulli 
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to Ellsworth Park. This was not thought ad- 
visable by wealthy men who had interested 
themselves in the home, and thus began the 
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agreed to give up his charter ive 
home everything he had if he was given the 
position of superintendent. But he refused 
to move unless the home went to Elisworth 
Park. .After this had been smoothed over 
Prince rebelled when asked to report to the 
directors. He refused to work under a med- 
ical board. This forced the board to declare 
his office vacant last June. Everything he 


‘gave to the home was returned to him, and 


$1,000 additional. This incident resulted im 
the resignation of ten members of the board 
being asked for and received. Before they 
left, though, it is said the departing members 
made liberal additions to the seeds of bitter. 
ness already sown, and which are now bearing 
abundant fruit. From that time on there was 
nothing but differences ot opinion, 

Time passed on until it brought the annual 
meeting. James Frake, one of the directors, 
had a building which he wanted to sell 
for a home, but which was unsuitable. 
Mrs. Stelle opposed the purchase of. the 
building, and thereby incurred Frake’s 
enmity. When it came to making 
nominations Frake got up and made state. 
ments regarding an alleged conversation with 
Mrs, Stelle, which Mrs. Stelle immediately 
declared were false. This made Frake still 
more bitter. Mrs. Stelle refused to accept 
the Presidency a second time unless the vote 
was unanimous, and urged that a woman of 
wealth and influence would be better fitted 
for the place. Mrs, George Sherwood was 
elected and Mrs. Stelle was made Chairman 

f the Ways and Means committee, member 
of the Executive committee, and the office of 
Financial Representative was created for her 
at asalary of $85 a month. The salary: was 
given because, owing to financial reverses, 
she was no longer able to devote her time to 
the home. 

As financial representative, Mrs. Stelle se- 
cured an offer of $150 in cash from G. W. 
Perris, but did not take it at the time, as she 
was negotiating with him for a share of the 
receipts of the wheel on a certain day and she 
preferred to get the larger amount. For do. 
ing this she was criticised, and finally it was 
insinuated that she had received the $150, 
but had not turned it over to the 
home. This was too much for Mrs. 
Stelle and she sent in her resignation 
with a demand for-an investigation. This at 
once caused a great sensation in the board. 
In calling the roll on a vote upon the accept- 
ance of the resignation the name of Mrs. 
Church, who was known to be Mrs. Stelle’s 
friend, was twice skipped. This increased the 
sensation, and Mrs. E. A. Delano, the Secre- 
tary, got up and said Mrs. Church was not 
eligible to vote because she had not paid her 
dues. Now, as it was well known that a 
clause in the by-laws expressly. provides that 
Presidente of auxiliaries may vote without 
paying dues, and as Mrs. Church was Presi- 
dent of an auxiliary, there were excited calls 
for a reading of the by-laws.

It 
weighed no more than one pound, but 
was taken as evidence of the unsafe con- 
dition of the tower, The anndéunce- 
ment made in Tas Trrmuns few 
days ago of the decision of the Board 
of Directors to pull down the tower empha- 
sized the importance of the falling stone.

as to the significance of the fallig of the piece 
of granite. It might mean that it was due to 
the disturbed condition of the building or that 
the piece had merely become detached by the 
ordinary causes of frost. 

E. W. Kohlsaat saw the piece of stone fall. 
Mr. Kohlsaat was just across the street 
talking to a friend about the probabil- 
ity of a 825-foot high granite tower 
taking a tumble. While he was speaking he 
noticdd the piece of stone strike the pavement. 
The coincidence was such that he took the 
trouble to carry the piece of granite to Secre- 
tary George {Stone and told him that the build- 
ing had begun to tumble down. The atten- 
tion of President Raymond was called to the 
matter, and W. W. Boyington, the architect 
of the building, shortly after called at Presi- 
dent Raymond’s office to learn the extent of 
the damage. 

‘‘T do not attach any importance to this 
matter,” sail President Raymond. * There 
are other parts of the building from which 
pieces of stone have dropped, and there is no 
reason to believe that this is anything more 
than the ordinary scalifig which happens to 
stone. Pieces have dropped from my own 
residence, and this occurrence seems to me to 
be in no wise different. No,’’ he added, ** we 
shall take no steps for additional inspection, 
as I do not think it necessary.” 

Architect W. W. Boyington said: ** There is 
ne danger of this tower fallmg. It leans now 
about nine inches to the north. It has leaned 
over four ani one-half inches in ten years. 
The tower leaned four and one-half inches at 
the time it was constructed. It can’t fall un- 
til the cente:vof gravity is dispiaced, and that 
would mean a settling and leaning of ten 
feet.” 


There are a great many brokers in the 


Board of Trade Building who cannot be in- 
duced to feel that the tower 1s as safe as the 
architect avers it to be, and for that reason 


they intend to have it taken down. The 


crowd that stood out in the rain ‘yesterday to 
look at the big cracks had no technical knowl- 
edge of the building. but every spectator was 
certain the-thing could not stand much long- 
er. In corroborating this view amusing testi- 
mony was furnished. On the east side of the 
tower there ig a lightning rod running from 
the ground to the apex. Half a block away

27, 1893.—Sir: Pending 
the further action of the Government of the 
United States upon the matters contained in 
your communication of Dec. 19 and my reply 
to the same, dated Dec. 23,[ desire to call 
your Excellency’s most serious consideration 
to the dangerous and critical condition of this 
community, arising, 1 must’ respectfully sub- 
mit, out of the attitude which you have as- 
sumed, and the language which you have used 
in public, and in communication to this gov- 
ernment, and also out of the published letter 
of the Secretary of State of the United States 
and the President’s message on the subject of 
restoration of the monarchy, ._I do not, how- 
ever, claim or intimate that this unfortunate 
situation has been intentionally created by 
you, or by the government which you repre- 
sent, but arises from a natural construction of 
your ajtitude and the ambiguous terms of the 
statements referred to. At the time of your 
arrival in this country the forces of this gov- 
ernment were organized and were amply suf.- 
ficient to suppress any internal disorder. 
After your afrival you made communications 
regarding your policy which Were ambiguous 
and for several weeks you failed to dis. 
close your intentions and have only 
partially done so up to the present moment, 
leaving this government to infer what they 
may ultimately be from the letter of Mr, 
Gresham and the President’s message, in 
which it. has been declared in distinct lan- 
guage that the deposed Queen ought to be re- 
stored to, the throne by the Government of 
the United States, and leaving us further to 
infer that this assumed obligation would be 
discharged. Your language, expressed in 
public, declared that you intended to perform 
some act when the proper time arrived with. 
out disclosing what that act would be. 

‘** Under these circumstances there arose at 
once a general feeling of disquiet. The nat- 
= inference from your attitude, language, 
and refusal to disclose your purpose, and from 
Mr. Gresham’s letter and the President's 
message, was, and is, that you intended to use 
force in maintaining your policy. The fact is 
well known that you, as admitted by yourself 
in your communication of Dec. 19, without 
the consent; and knowledge of this govern- 
ment, have heid negotiations with the deposed 
Queen for the purpose of overthrowing this 
government The apprehension of both 
political parties, as well as that of persons 
who remain neutral in these matters, is that 
you held instructions to use physical force for 
the restoration of the monarchy. I am not 
prepared to state that this government enter- 
tains this opinion, although its want of infor- 
mation to the contrary has compelled it to 
act as if it was correct. 


Royalists Take Courage. 


“In consequence of your attitude in thi 
behalf the enemies of the government, yo 
leving in your intentions to restore the mon- 
archy by force, have become emboldened. 
Threats of assassination of the officers of this 
government have been made. The police 
force is frequently informed of conspiracies 
to create disorder. Aged and sick persons of 
all nationalities have been and are in a state 
of distress and anxiety. Children in the schools 
are agitated by the fear of political distuyb. 
ances. The wives, sisters, and daughters of 
residents, includ many Americans, have 
been in daily apprehension of civic disorder, 
many of them having even armed themselves 
in preparation theretor; citizens have made 
i, phon in their homes for defense 
against assaults which may arise directly or 
indirectly fromm such conflict. Persons have 
begun to pack their valuables with a view of 
immediate departure; large quantities of 
bandages have been prepared. Unprotected 
women have received the promise of asylum 
from’ the Japanese representatives against 
possible disturbance arising in consequence 
of American invasion. Rumors of the in- 
tended landmg of your forces for offensive

Defeat of the Amendment Offered by Mr,

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 20.—In the House 
this morning, after some dickering between 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. Burrows, it was agreed 
that debate on the pending amendment (sub.

The amendments of Mr. Simpson and Mr. 
Crain were then voted down, and Mr. Ding- 
ley (Rep., Maine) offered an amendment 
changing the tariff on lime from 10 per cent 
ad valorem to 6 cents per 100 pounds. He 
said that lime manufacturers here pay $2 to

necessitate a reduction of wages.

The purpose of this amendment is to define 
more exactly the different classes of iron, and 
it does not materialiy alter the Wilson bill in 
these particulars.

WARNED AGAINST TWO ASSASSINS. 


T. V. Powderly Relates an Attempt to Kill 
Him on a Ferry Boat. 

New York, Jan. 20.—[Speciai.|—Terence 
V. Powderly, in a report to the Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor, tells. the fol- 
lowing story of proposed assassination in 
1886: 

“One evening, between 6 and 7 o'clock, in 


* passing over the North River from New York 


to Hoboken. I stood on the forwfrd ‘end of 
the boat. While standing close to the rail a 
man, to me unknown, accosted me and said it 
would be much better if Istood back from the 
front end of the boat. 
feet. When he turned away I again resumed 
my position at the end of the boat. I had 
scarcely done so when he again spoke to me, 
and,as near as I can remember, his words 


were: ‘ It will be better for you if you do not 


stand there. Your life is in danger, and if 
you stand in that place you vill be thrown 
overboard.’ I at first thought he was. what is 
known as a ‘crank’ and paid no  fur- 
ther attention to him. He. then said: 
‘There are two *“men on this. boat 
who have come on _ board expressly 
to kill you, and it is their intention to throw 
you overboaril, If you do not believe me look 
in the direction I indicate and you will see 
two men in conversation.’ He then described 
the dress worn by the men he pointed out. 
* These men are on the boat to injure you, and 
if you stand where you are they will doit.’ I 
questioned hirg and received this explanation: 
*I have been sent to warn you. These men 
have been sent by other parties, who have 
planned to get you out of the way. Their 
scheme was laid in a saloon in New York in 
the hearing of those who do not wish to see 
you harmed,’ 

**T thanked him for the warning, and when 
he went into the cabin I stepped as near the 
forward end of the boat asI could go for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether he spoke 
the truth. When I had taken a position at the 
end of the boat the two men indicated came 
directly toward me and tvok positions on 
each side of me. They did not act in a 
manner that would excite suspicion. I took 
hoid of the railing or post at the end 
of the boat and awaited the action of 
these men and one of them began te shove 
me toward the forward end of the boat. I 
asked him if he did not have room enough 
and he desisted fora time. The man on the 
inside began to crowd against me and at the 
first opportunity 1 stepped from tween 
them and went into the cabin of the boat. I 
afterward met the man who warned me, but 
he would give me no additional information. 
The promise he made to me was that if he 
ever came into the possession of the proofs 
upon which to convict the parties he would 
give them to me,”’

NEW ANTIDOTE FOR MORPHINE, 


Dr. Moor Takes a Fatal Dose of the Drug 
and Is Not Harmed., 

New York, Jan. 20.—[Special.]—Dr. Will- 
iam Moor, a specialist on therapeutics, who 
isa member of the staff of the West Side 
German Clinic, in West Forty-second street, 
has discovered that permangaflate of potas- 
sium isan antidote for morphine poisoning, 
and that it will counteract within a reasonable 
lapse of time the effects of 
any of the salts of opium: Dr. 
M oor, in the presence of twelve 
members of the clinic who assembled Jan. 9, 
swallowed what is ordinarily a fatal dose of 
morphine. His fellow physicians attempted 
to dissuade him. Some of them left the room, 
declaring they would not countenance such 
madness by their presence. But Dr. Moor 
persisted in committing “suicide’’ with the 
utmost cheerfulness. Then he swallowed his 
new-found antidote. Deadiy languor and 
death must have followed ordinarily, for Dr. 
Moor swallowed three grains of the drug, a 
positively fatal dose in his case, as he is super- 
sensitive to the effect of narcotics, but the 
permanganate of potassium did its work 
well. In the business of the meeting which 
followed the experiment no head was clearer 
than Dr. Moor’s.

WANT HELP TO OUST THE RECEIVERS. 


Directors of the Northern Pacific Make 
Charges Against Court Officers, 

New York, Jan. 20.—The Board of | Direc- 
tors of the Northern Pacific railroad today is- 
sued an address to the stockholders reviewing 
the difficulties between the management and 
the receivers. The directors charge that no 
full accountjng has been made to them by the 
receivers and that ‘hey are still uninformed 
as to the condition of the company. They 
declare, however, that they have received 
some valuable and interesting lessons in the 
practical working of railway receiverships. 

The first to make an impression, they say, 
was the thoroughness with which the receivers 
absorbed the property. Even the minutes of 
the Board of Directors had been seized and 
not an ink-stand, a sheet of paper, or an arti- 
cle of office furniture can be wrested from 
They then tell how the 
receivers secured their appointment in secret 
and how separate receivers named for every 
one of the fifteen branch roads owned by the 
Northern Pacific were appointed. In this re- 
gard they say: 

“The actual management of the Northern 
Pacific road is today the same as that under 
which it became bankrupt and which made it 
asynonyr for incompetency. This condi- 
tion of affairs has. been rought about with 
consummate skill: When Mr. Oakes found 
that the road, which wasin highly prosper- 
ous circumstances on his accession to office, 
had been reduced to a condition of bank- 
ruptey during the four years of his Presi- 
dency, and when he realized that such 
a record might not be a _ recom- 
mendation for his reélection, he secret- 
ly and in collusion with Mr. Villard 
and the Wisconsin Central faction caused an 
application to be made to the court for the 
appointment of receivers, None of the other 
directors knew of this action, and some of 
them were assured, while the papers were 
actually approaching completion, that noth- 
ing of the kind was under consideration. 
Then Mr. Oakes and his friends made desper- 
ate efforts to secure a reélection, wishmg to 
make their control undisputed. As is well 
known, however, his party was repudiated by 
the stockholders, the votes for the new board 
outnumbering them three to one. 

‘* The questions as to the land grant, the 
claims of holders of preferred stock, @ 
others of equal importance make it essential 
that the rights of stockholders be not ignored. 
But it is plain that the efforts of those now in 
power will be wholly in favor of bonds and to 
the exclusion of the equitable reports of the 
stock. While recognizing the superior claims 
of the bonds the directors proyose to secure 
justice for the stock.”’ 

After reviewing in detail the subsequent 
actions of the receivers they announce their 
determination to bring suit to have them 
ousted from control, and ask the stockholders 
to contribute to the expense of the proceed- 
ings in the proportion of 44 of 1 per cent of 
tueir holdings, $12.50 for every 100 shares 
of stock.

SMALL INVESTORS, HOWEVER, WILL 


BE OUT IN THE OOLD. 


Carlisle’s Entire Issue Likely to Go to 
Banks and Trust Companies<One Firm 
in New York Ready to Take the Whole 
Amount at 118<The Highest Bid to 
Receive First Consideration—Ex-Secre- 
tary Foster Thinks the Spirit of the Law 
Is Being Violated. 

Wasuinoeron, D. C., Jan..20.—[Special. ]— 
Secretary Carlisle's: popular loan fallacy is 
already demonstrated. The people at large 
are not going to get any of the new bonds un- 
less they buy them through the banks and 
trust companies ata premium. The issue is 
going to be largely oversubscribed, but the 
oversubscription will be in offers of from 
$5,000,000 to $50,000,000, and will be such 
as to crowd out the small investors, The 
firm, bank, or syndicate which is going to 
take $5,000,000 of the bonds can afford to 
give a shade of a fraction higher than the in- 
dividual who has only $5,000 to. subscribe. 
Offers continue to come i, and they are al- 
most invariably from heavy bidders, The ex- 
tent to which the issue will be oversubscribed 
shows that the country could easily have ab- 
sorbed $100,000,000. Small allowance, 
howéver, must be made for the knowledge 
that in order to secure a pro rata division of 
the bonds many firms are offering to take 
three or four times what they really want or 
expect to get. 

The report is repeated today that a New 
York firm, which is the recognized head of 
the bond houses in this country, will sub- 
scribe for the entire amount of $50,000,000 
at 118. This firm was willing to make pretty 
nearly that offer by private contract, but 
when the Secretary of the Treasury decided 
that the popular subscription fiction . should 
be employed the firm hesitated to make a 
public bid. Its customers are partly foreign 
investors. Under the Secretary’s circular, if 
any firm or syndicate made an offer for tlie 
whole issue, which averaged higher than the 
aggregate of other offers, it would be entitled 
to all the bonds. The business of the govern- 
ment is to sell them for the | highest 
price obtainable. In the event that 
several bids of the maximum rate exceed 
the total amount of the loan, it will be al- 
lotted to the bidders proportionately. The 
highest bid will receive the first considera- 
tion. If itis for all the bonds the transac- 
thon will be closed at once, but if for legs than 
the fullamount the remainder will be al- 
lotted to the néxt higher bidder until the 
quota is exhausted. 

Allotments will be made only when it is 
necessary by reason of the similarity of the 
bids. Therefore it is possibile that the entire 
loan may be subscribed by one firm, or it 
may be divided among two or more. Pres- 
ent indications are that small dealers will 


}-have little ifany chance of securing the pro- 


posed bonds except through the medium of 
the banker or broker who succeeds in getting 
the lot.

FOSTER DISCUSSES THE BOND ISSUE. 


He Believes That Carlisie Is Violating the 
Spirit of the Law. 

Tama, O., Jan. 20.—[Special.|~—The Hon. 
Charles Foster, late Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, said today concerning the report that he 
was preparing td issue bonds a year ago, but 
President Harrison stopped the proceeding: 
‘There is no truth in the story. I favoreda 
bond issue in case the gold. reserve went be- 
low the hundred million mark; but it did not 
drop below the line during the Harrison ad- 
ministration. We never discussed the point, 
becanse the reserve never fell as low as 
the hundred million line. I am of 
the impression that President Harri- 
son would have favored the plan had 
the Treasury gold fallen below that. Thelaw 
of 1875 gives authority for the issue of bends 
to keep the reserve of $100,000,000 iniact.”’ 

‘*Ts not Secretary Carlisle straining a point 
by offering more bonds than the deficit in the 
reserve?’ 

‘‘ It is my view,”’ returned the ex-Secretary, 
‘*that the law did not contemplate the selling 
of bonds to meet current governmental ex- 
penses, which is really what Mr. Carlisle pro- 
poses. But he undoubtedly has authority to 
sell bonds to replenish the reserve. He can 
do that and then pay it out for current ex- 
penses, then seli more bonds to bring up the 
reserve again, and so on.”’ 

“ That is, Secretary Carlisle is complying 
with the letter of the law but violating its 
spirit?’ 

“*It might be justified by some great exi- 
gency occurring during the recess of Congress, 
but with that body in seasion it would have 
been far better, in my judgment, to have ob- 
tained express authority of law fora bond 
issue to meet the ordinary expenses of the 

overnment. He prefers to go back and find 

is authority in Republican financial legisla- 
tion rather than trust toa Democratic Con. 
gress fora newlaw. Theyall find it hard to 

o anything without following Republican 
precedent.”

“ BX-PRIEST” THREATENED BY A CROWD, 


His Trial Held in Jail to Avoid Any Pos- 
sible Violence. 


Kansas Crry, Mo., Jan, 20.—[Special.)—. 


J. V- McNamara, who calls himself an *ex- 
priest of Rome,” was taken before Justice of 
the Peace Latshaw this morning for trial on 
the charges of slandering two priests and 
Mother Rose Vincent, Mother Superior of St. 
Theresa’s Academy, at Eleventh and Wash. 
ington streets. ‘The trial was postponed until 
next Thursday to give him time to prepare 
his defense. "A crowd gathered at the court- 
room early this morning, and it was not 
thought advisable to compel McNamara to 
face it and the Justice held court in the Crim- 
inal Court room in the jail building. When 
the officers were ready the big doors were 
opened. and the crowd came with a yell, 
sweeping the Marshal and two of his deputies 
off their feet as they rushed up the aisie, {t 
was an ominous-looking crowd as it faced 
the long railing before the bench, held 
there by the policemen. ‘* Tell the Mar- 
shal not to bring McNamara further than 
the side door. It won't be safe to bring him 
into the room,” said Justice Latshaw in 
alarm. MeNamara, with Deputy Marshals 
surrounding him, came intothe room and was 
seated. at the Marshal’s desk, two feet from 
the door leading to the jail, but there was no 
demonstration. After the case was continued 
McNamara was hurried back to jail and the 
crowd slowly dispersed. Immediately 
after the hearing was. adjourned Deputy 
Marshals McGowan and Stewart arrested 
John Parker, McNamara’s agent, and J. D. 
McNamara, his nephewy for earrying con- 
cealed weapons ia the court-room. They 
were both locked up in jailand were arraigned 
before a Justice of the Peace this afternoon, 
Parker had a loaded pistol in the right-hand 
pocket of his overcoat and young McNamara 
one thrust in the waistband of his trousers. 


PACIFIC IMPROVEMENT POOL. 


Amounts Stanford, Huntington, Searles, and 
Crocker Are Said to Have Put In. 

New York, Jan. 20.—[Special.]—Collis P. 
Huntington probably will not be back from 
Washington until Monday. New light shed 
on the mysterious pool formed by the Pacific 
Improvement company is that the amount of 
money put into the pool by each of the four 
mem bers—Stanford, Huntington, Searles, and 
Crocker—was $14,000,000. It was formed at 
the suggestion of Mr. Huntington and Mr. 
Crocker. The Southern Pacific was improv- 
ing its line, and in conjunction with this work 
the Pacific Improvement company, whose 
owners were the practical possessors of the 
Southern Pacific, began.to improve a large 
amount of property along its line. Money 
was needed to do this. Mr. Huntington and 
Mr. Crocker made it clear to Senator Stan- 
ford and Mr. Searles that a lot of money could 
be made out of the scheme in 
the end, Senator Stanford and 
Mr. Searles agreed to go into it, 
and it was suggested by Mr. Searles that each 
of the four men put in $3,500,000, Mr. 
Crocker was able and willing to dothis, Mr. 
Huntington, according to the story, was will- 
ing but not able. Then, aceording to the 
story, it was agreed that Senator Stanford 
should put in $5,000,000, Mr. Crocker $3,- 
500.000. Mr. Searles $3,500,000, and Mr. 
Huntington the remaining $2,000,000. Sen- 
ator Stanford put in $5,000,000 and Mr. 
Crocker and Mr. Searles put in 
$3,500,000 each. In connection with this 
comes the story of the 12,774 LUlinois Cen- 
tral 4 per cent bonds, worth $1,334- 
883. Charles H. Tweed, the law- 
yer of Mr. Huntington, and formerly one 
of Senator Stanford’s counsel, said these Illi- 
nois Central bonds had not been put into the 
Pacitic Improvement company’s pool, nor 
had they been paid into’ the compeny by 
Senator Stanford as part of his share to ad- 
vance the company’s interests.

Razton, N. C., Jan. 20.—[Special. ]|—News 
reached here today of an accident at the 
Town of Washington, in the eastern part of 
this State, which resulted in the almost in- 
stant death of L. N. O'Dell, an aeronaut 
of the Grace Shannon Balloon company, 
yesterday afternoon.

EX-GOV. GILPIN: DIES. 


WELL-KNOWN FIGURE AMONG WEST- 
ERN PIONEERS PASSES AWAY. 


He Was the First ferritorial: Governor of 
Colorado, and It Was His Personal In- 
fluence That Gained It Statehood—His 
Distinguished Ancestry and Active Life 
~Presilent Helen A, shafer of Wellesley 
College and Capt. W. J, Usrey of De- 
catar, lll., Are Dead, 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 20.—[Special,]—Will- 
iam Gilpin, the first Territorial Governor of 
Colorado, was found dead in his bed this 
morning. His death was due to his advanced 
age. He was a striking figure in Western his- 
tory. He received a severe shock a year ago 
when his son William was killed by falling 
from a cliff while hunting, and this undoubt- 
edly hastened his death. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan, 20.—[Special. ]—Ex- 
Gov. Gilpin of Colorado, who died in Denver 
this morning, was years ago a familiar figure 
in St. Louis society as he was a particularly 
friend of (jen, Harney and the late United 
States Senutor Lewis V. Bogy. He visited 
very frequently at their houses and the result 
of his visits was his marriage in 1874 to the 
widow of Col, John H. Dickerson of the 
United States army. Mrs. Dickerson was a 
niece of Senator Bogy. It was Gov. Gilpin’s 
personal influence with Senator Bogy that 
gained for Colorado the one Democratic vote 
necessary to raise it to a Statehood. 

| William Gilpin was born on the battlefield of 
Brandy wins Oct. 4,1813. His ancestor, Joseph 
Gilpin, settled on at granee in 1696, and his 
father’s house was Lafayette’s headquarters. 
One of his earliest recollections was a visit of 
Lafayette on an anniversary of the battle. He 
was educated partly in England, graduated from 
West Point in 1836, and went to the Seminole 
War as a Lieutenant in the Second Dragoons un- 
der Gen. Hurney. He resigned from @® army 
after that war and settled in St. Louis in 1841, 
and later in Independence, where he practi 
law. In 1843 he crossed to Oregon with Fre- 
mont and drew up the memorial from 
the settlers asking for:the formation of 
a __ territory. He was one cof the 
founders of Portland. Later he was in the war 
with Indians in New Mexico and in the Mexican 
War. He was Major under Col. A. W. Doniphan 
of Missouri volunteers who left Leavenworth 
and made the famous march over the gid Santa 
Fé trail, now practieally the line of the Atchison 
railway. Gilpin made Independence, Mo., his 
home until 1861, when, on March 22, Lincoln 
nominated him for first Governor of the new 
Territory of Colorado. His patriotism was so 
great that he raiséd a sort of Union army 
and issued drafts on the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury for $375,000 without authority. When the 
drafts were refused merchants raised such a 
storm he was removed and John Evans of Evans- 
ton, LIL, appointed in his place. He was a mem- 
ber of Lincoln’s escort to his inauguration and 
took part ia a long series of historic events.. For 
thirty years ho had devoted himself to private 
business and literature and han ama a fort- 
une. Among his books are “The Central Gold 
Region.” “The Mission of the North American 
People,” aad * The Cosmopolitan Railway.’’] 


DEATH OF HELEN ALMIRA SHAFER. 


President of Wellesley College Succumbs 
to an‘\Attack of Pneumonia, 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 20.—Helen Almira 
Shafer, M. A., LL. D., President of Wellesley 
College, died at the college today. She was 
taken suddenly ill with a severe cold Sunday 
evening, but her condition was not considered 
alarming until Monday evening, when pneu- 
monia became evident. Miss Shafer was born 
in Newark, N. J., Sept, 23, 1839, Her father 
was a clergyman of the Congrega- 
tional denomination. the family moved 
westward and for many years lived 
in Oberlin, O.. where the home is 
still mamtained. Miss Shafer was graduated 
from Oberlin College in. 1863. After teach- 
ing two yearsin NewJersey she accepted a 
ition in the high school of St. Louis, Mo.

instructor of mathematics for ten years, lay- 
ing the foundation of a distinguished career 
as a teacher of the higher mathematics. In

FISHERMEN IN DIRE DISTRESS. 


Perch and Lake Herring at This Point 
Are Scarce. 

The local fishermen, who depend on getting 
their living from Lake Michigan, are experi- 
encing a season of hard luck this winter. At 
this time in ordinary years they make good 
catches, and anywhere from twenty to fifty 
tons of perch and lake herring are placed on 
the Chicago market every week by the fisher- 
men resident within the city, Ordinarily 
these fish sell at wholesale at from four to six 
cents and retafi at nine to twelve cents 
a pound. This winter, however, with mild 
weather, little or no ice, and few storms to 
contend with, the catches are so small as to 
fall short of even paying for bait. All the 


fishermen tell the same story: Minnows are 


lenty and chean, the weather is all right, and 
re is no ice fo eg nn getting out and 
but the fish schools cannot be found. Some 
of the men have repeatedly gone out light ten 


and twelve miles and taken less than ten 
| meg of fish for a trip.

UNPREOEDENTED SOENES OF OONFU- 
sION AT THE AUDITORIUM. 


Ticket-Selling Finally Abandoned and the 
Doors Closed for the Comfort of Those 
InsidemWomen Faint in the Jam at the 
Entrances=Police from Harrison Street 
of Little AvaileThe Diva Rebukes a 
Chicago CritiomPerhaps Another Patti 
Concert in This City. 

Two thousand people were turned away 
from the Auditorium yesterday afternoon. 
They wanted to hear Mme. Patti sing in her 
farewell performance, but they were disappoint- 
ed. While the crash for tickets was on several 
women fainted, and others had their hats and 
wraps damaged, but, in the end, all who held 
tickets were admitted to the theater. 

Mme. Patti may have drawn larger crowds 
in other places, but she secured yesterday the 
largest that ever greeted her in Chicago. 
When the Auditorium was dedicated several 
years ago Patti was the attraction. She drew 
a big crowd then and, added to her influence 
as a drawing card, was a desire to see the 
Auditorium Theater. But both combined did 
not draw lovers of music and fashionable 
people as did her * last appearance *” in Chi- 
cago yesterday. 

Before 12 o'clock Congress street from 
Michigan avenue to Wabash had two long 
lines of people, chiefly men, who were de- 
sirous of purchasing admission tickets. They 
withstood the wind and rain and waited pa- 
tiently until 1:30 o’clock, when the box-office 
opened. By that time the crowd was emor- 
mous. Each would-be purchaser stood close 
to his preceding neighbor. It was almost 
impossible to break through the compact 
lines. Two ticket-sellers were in the box- 
office handing out pasteboards as fast as_ they 
could make change, but they were unable to 
accommodate the great crowd. While the lines 
remained intact and half an hour before the 
beginning of the performance carriages by the 
score began to roll up to the Congress street 
entrance. The occupants were seat-owners, 
and they were mostly ladies, They held their 
biue coupans and were, of course, anxious to 
getinto the theater and ott of the stormy 
weather. The moment they entered the Con- 
gress street door they were stopped by the 
solid line of men after admission tickets. The 
space behind the storm doors, which is roomy 
enough for all ordinary occasions, was filled 
with a serpentine line of men, each tena- 
ciously holding to his place in order to get to 
the box office. Fearful of losing a little time 
each man resented the influx of ladies, and a 
sort of turmoil soon followed. 

Your policemen were sent to the theater by 
wrest from the Harrison Street Station to 
aid in managing the crowd. When the police- 
men arrived they found an almost impene- 
trable jam, and what could they do? Every 
man seemed to havea right to his position, as 
wellas every woman who with a ticket was 
seeking to gain admission. No one could be 
ordered about or roughly handled, and, in 
consequence, disorder contifiued. Near the 
south box-office window there was an absolute 
erush, in which men and women mingled 
The squeeze was so suffocating women began 
to grow faint and some one knocked outa 
pane of glassin the adjacent door. The Audi- 
torium has an experienced guardian in Police 
Officer Johnson, who has been there for six 
years, and when he saw the giass being 
knocked out he hurriedly unlocked the doors 


and the fresh air revived the drooping women, 


Still the crowd pressad and it soon became 
apparent that, if admission tickets were sold 
any longer, the foyer and the aisles would be 
so blocked that those who held seats pur- 
chased in advance would be unable to reach 
them. When Manager Milward Adams was 
apprised of this he ordered the ticket-win- 
dows closed; and the sale stopped at 2:30 
o’clock. The excitement was only quelled 
and good order restored by having employés 
of the theater circulate in the throng and in-

Oversteller, in charge of the ushers, could not 
remember when he had had so many spiteful 
names heaped*upon him by the ladies whom 
he was forced to order to leave the aisles and 
the passageways to the boxes. 

A few people suffered from the fact that 
they had purchased tickets from speculators 
who stood on the curbstone. When Manager 
Adams learned that the house was filled, and 
that it would be an imposition to admit any 
more peopie who sought only standing admis- 
sion privileges, he ordered the doors of the 
theater closed. After thatif a ticket-holder 
presented himself he was either refused ad- 
mission or told to go to the box-office and se- 
cure the money paid for the ticket. Thespec- 
ulators, however, caught some late comers, 
and when they announced their admissions 
had been secured on the street the theater 
people refused to redeem the tickets.

“Splen-dor” and Then Sings

Inside the theater there was also an un- 
usual, not to say unprecedented, incident. 
For the first tume in her career Mme. Patti 
visited her sovereign rebuke upon a critic 
in public. It proved how dear to 
her heart is the song that 
comes from it, “Home, Sweet Home.” 
It happened in this fashion. The second en- 
core after the **‘ Semiramide ”’ aria had been 
demanded. Mme. Patti came down the stage 
smiling. She stopped only when she had 
reached the conductor's desk. She paused 
until absolute silence reigned. Meanwhile 
she had smiled at Sig. Arditi. Then she said 
with a distinctness that made itself hesrd in 
the farthest part of the house: * Splen— 
dor.’ Arditi knew what she meant. as did 
incidentally some others. The orchestra be- 
gan ** Home, Sweet Home,” and the audi- 
ence broke forth in enthusiastic applause. 
Mme. Patti was deriding the critic who had 
said she sang the song like a novice and that 
she pronounced ‘‘splen-dor” with a corre- 
sponding dislocation—a criticism that had 
incidentally caused her to sing the song to a 
representative of Tne Triuunz the previous 
evening after propounding the startling ques- 
tion, as chronicled: ‘*Do you know music?

Report Confirmed of the Resignation of 
John T. Fish, 

Mirtwavuxes,,Wis., Jan. 20,—[Special.]— 
Judge Fish of Racine today centirmed the re- 
port that his father, John T. Fish, is to to re- 
fire from the head of the legal department of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
company. He will step down within a few 
weeks, Mr, Fish succeeded John W. Cary. 
His home was in Racine for many years and 
he came to Milwaukee to become a member 
of the law firm of Jenkins, Winckler, Fish &

MONEY PANIC AVERTED AT HAVANA, 


The Spanish Bank’s Attempt to Nuallify 
Certain Coin Issues Annulled. 
Havana, Cuba, Jan. 20.—The Spanish Bank 
sent out to all its correspondents yesterday 
orders not to receive any Spanish silver or 
copper money antedating Oct. 19, 1868, and 
it was to be understood in this order that all 
gold, silver, or copper money coined in 
the Philippine Islands of whatever system 
was to be _ rejected. This action 
of the bank claiming to be protected by the 
government caused great excitement among 
the brokers and almost a panic throughout 
the city, as it is known there is soma 4,000,- 
000 of the coin in circulation in the islands. 
As soon as this order was made known to the 
Secretary of the Treasury he gave prompt 
notice that the order of the bank shvuld be 
annulled and legal money, silver or cop- 
per, could not be refused. This, no doubt, 
has prevented a panic throughout the city.

Gov. Stone Will Be a Candidate for the 


Mississippi Senatorship. 

Jackson, Miss., Jan. 230.—Under pressure 
from friends it is understood Gov. Stone has 
reconsidered his deter:nination not to enter 
the Senatorial race and will be a candidate. 
The leadimg other candidates are Col. J. R. 
McIntosh of Meridian, Judge Campbell, and 
ex-Gov. Lowrey. Congressman Allen has not 
yet arrived. His friends are tonight figuring 
on his prospects with a view of letting him 
know the situation, the result of which, it is 
believed, will determine his possible candi- 
dacy. Congressman Catchings will not be a 
candidate. The friends of ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral Thomas Ford are pushing his claims. 
A considerable sentiment has manifested it- 
self favorable to Speaker James K. Vardeman. 
The silver question is the bone of contention, 
and thus far candidates are wary about taking 
a stand, but they will be forced to declare 
themselves.

MINERS VOTE AGAINST A REDUCTION. 


Ohio Men Refuse to Agree te a CuteGlass- 
workers Will Fight Non-Union Men. 

Cotumsus, O., Jan. 20.—When the vote of 
all the miners of the State on the wage-reduc- 
tion question was to have been in the hands 
of Secretary W. C. Pearce at 6 o’clock to- 
night but 10,000 of the 12,000 votes had 
been reported. These gave a majority of 468 
against a reduction. Secretary Pearce has 
extended the time for receiving the vote to 
tomorrow evening in hope that the other 
2,000 votes may be recorded. John McBride 
has worked hard to have the reduction propo- 


sition carry. 

No report from the Massillon distriet—Mc- 
Bride’s home—has been received yet. This 
may turn the election. It is said that the 
miners will under no circumstances consent 
toa reduction of more than 14 cents a ton.

ANIMOSITY TOWARD CAPRIVL 


Bitter Debate in the Reichstag on the 
Wine Tax Bill, 
‘Copyright, 1894, by the United Press. ] 

Beri, Jan. 20.—The speech made in the 
Reichstag today by Dr. Mittnach, Prime 
Minister of Wurtemburg, in which he pointed 
out that Wurtemburg had no legal reserved 

right to prevent the imposition of a tax on 
wine in that kingdom, though the kingdom 
would strenuously - oppose the wine tax 
bill, was more than a denunciution of 
the measure. It was infused with a spirit of 
animosity against Chancellor von Caprivi, 
which might be expected frorm a statesman 
who has long been known as ready to stick at 
nothing to obtain the overthrow of the Chan- 
cellor. The clashing scenes of the debate de- 
veloped the attacks which Dr. Mittnacht’s 
declaration initiated. It was designed to 
draw the Chancellor into a damaging discus- 
sion, either in refuting or explaining Dr. 
Mittnacht’s statements as to Russia’s promise 
to Wurtemberg in 1870, never to impose a 
tax upon wine for imperia! purposes. 

Herr von Kardoff, a member of the Reichs- 
spartie, in order to aid the plans of the oppo- 
sition moved that the House adjourn. His 
object was to give the Chancellor an oppor- 
tunity to make an explanation. He professed 
to sympathize with the declarations of Dr. 
Mittnacht, which, he said; threw a pitiful 
light on the discords prevailing in the Bundes- 
rath. No member of the House, according to 
Herr Kardoff, could think of closing the dis- 
cussion and sending the bill to committee un- 
til the government was given a chance to vin- 
dicate itself against the charges made by Herr 
Payer that it had violated the rights secured 
to Wurtemberg under the constitution. 

Herr Rikert said he approved of the motion 
to adjourn on different grounds. There was 
no use, he declared, to refer the bill to a com- 
mittee. The House should adjourn in order 
to give the government a chance to determine 
upon withdrawing the measure. 

Herr Hammachterz took the same line of 
argument as the one laid down by Herr Kar- 
doff. 

Herren Singer and Groeber declared they 
wanted no adjournment to be taken. The bill 
ought to be defeated without any delay. Dr. 
Mittnacht’s defense of the constitutional 
rights of Wurtemberg ought, they said, to 
satisfy the House that the measures should 
never have been proposed. 

‘Then Herr Richter invoked the House’s 
spirit of firmness. He was willing to adjourfi

Herr Count Posadowsky, Imperial Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who had been consult- 
ing his colleagues, sharply closed the question 
by declaring the government saw no reason 
for the House to adjourn.

The fate of the three measures in commit- 
tee, however, remains to be determined, The 
prediction that neither the tebacco nor wine 
tax would ever be referred to the committee 
has been falsified. The majority of the com- 
mittee is hostile doubtless to the bills as they 
have been presented to the Reichstag, but 
nobody can say surely what the artful manipu- 
lation of Dr. Miquel will accomplish in pri- 
vate negotiations, especially when‘ he has the 
advantage of committee work instead of an 
open position at bay in the plenary sitting.

Cleveland’s latest Hawaiian message and the 
Willis reports annexed to it have been tele- 
graphed here/and give the English some com- 
fort. They evidently hope the President will 
continue to play the British game, will find 
means by hook or by crook to restore the 
Queen, will overcome the American party in 
the islands, and will overthrow the provisional 
government which the English themselves 
cannot bend to their will. They are aware 
that he has nominally remitted the whole 
subject to Congress for decision, but they 
seem to regard Mr. Cleveland as rather above 
Congress and till likely to prove a useful 
means of promoting those interests which 
England has at heart. 

Perfidy of Rudini. | 

By far the most important point in conti- 
nental politics is the revelation of the Marquis 
di Rudini’s perfidy—there is no other word 
for it—to the triple alliance. The secret his- 
tory of that Minister and his policy is coming 
out, and it comes now from a source 
which leaves little doubt of its accuracy. It 
is Prince Bismarck, through the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, who. makes the facta public. It 
is a thoroughgoing partisan of the German 
Emperor who confirms'them. Itis the pres- 
ent Prime Minister of Italy who admits the 
truth of the German accusation that Italy at 
one moment was faithless to its allies. 

This is no matter of ancient history. It 
bears directly on the affairs of today and goes 
to the root of the gravest of all questions in 
European politics, fot there is no doubt that 
this same Marquis di Rudini is intriguing 
against Sig. Crispi with a view to turning him 
out and succeeding him, If those intrigues 
prosper Europe will again be confronted with 
the peril of a shattered triple alliance and the 
imminent probability of a.war in the near 
future. What keeps the peace of Europe is 
the preponderance of the military power of 
Germany, Austria, and Italy over the mili- 
tary power of France and Russia. No mem- 
ber of the triple alliance desires war, One mern- 
ber of the dual alliance certainly does. De- 
tach Italy from Germany and Austria and the 
balance of power as between those two pow- 
ersand France and Russia remains in sus- 
pense... Transfer its forces to the other side 
and the balance turns in favor of France and 
Russia. 

No doubt the Marquis di Rudini thought 
he was acting in the interests af Italy when 
he reduced its military strength to a point 
which left it almost defenseless against in- 
vasion. It is not necessary to suppose that he 
consciously betrayed his own country as well 
as his country’s allies. He may think it for 
the interest of Italy to become the vassal of 
France. Butif heisto return to power he 
must now return. with the clear knowledge 
and with the conviction on the part 
of all Europe that his return means 
the probable break up of the 
A'‘loyal aiherence to that 
league is the foundation stone c* Sig. Crispi’s 
foreign policy. The Marquis di Rudini, it is 
rue, renewed the alliance. It was done with 
such haste and on such conditions as to aston- 
ish every European diplomatist. The expla- 
nation now given is that his secret negotia- 
tions with Russia had been discovered by 
Germany and that he had to choose between’: 
the disclosure. of treachery and accepting ©; 
new treaty. 

The disclosure now comes at an opportune 
moment. It ought to establish Sig. Crispi 
firmiy in power.. It ought to knit England 
and Italy closer together, and probably will, 
for they have common interests in the Medit- 
erranean Sea as wellasin the maintenance 
of peace in Europe. It ought to make the 
Marquis di Rudini an impossible Prime Min- 
ister, and must make him impossible until 
such time as Italy is ready to reverse its 
policy, to renounce its independent position 
in Europe, and to see itself once more the 
tool of French ambition and French passion 
for revenge. 


Crispi in Control. 

Compared with this question of foreign pol- 
icy, which is for Italy a question of existence 
as a great power, the disturbances in Sicily 
and jon the mainland become insignificant. 
The strong hand of its present ruler rests 
heavily on both. Neither in Sicily nor in 
Carrara has this week’s struggle been serious, 
Martial law may not be a remedy, but itis for 
the moment an assurance of order. For the 
rest there is Sig. Crispi’s assurance that he 
means to deal with the causes of the troubles 
as well as with the troubles. He 
is reported as saying that every- 
thing will be quigt in Sicily in a month. 
He is reported also, for he spends some con- 
siderable patt of his time in being inter- 
viewed, to be strongly desirous of a commer- 
cial and financial friendship with France, He 
knows, of course, that the bearing of Italian 
stocks on the French Bourse was the work of 
the French Government, He regards the 
commercial rupture between the two coun- 
tries as an economical disaster and warns the 
French that they are driving: Italy into Ger- 
man markets. He speaks, if. M. D’Eloncle 
may be trusted, many smooth words to 


‘France, and it needs to be doubted that within 


certain well defined limits he desires to live 
on good terms with his powerful neighbor. 
William’s Mild Speech, 
The German Emiperor’s speech in opening 
the Prussian Diet is free from that violence

as some overloyal German partisans describe 
him. He had no occasion. to discuss foreign 
policy, He had two deficits to announce and 
widespread agricultural distress to consider.

gratitude at all. 

The Emperor’s speech was received by the 
Diet in silence, and this is said to perplex and 
distress his Imperial Majesty, who thinks he 
has a divine right to beapplauded when he ad- 
dresses his subjects. Moreover, these agricult- 
ural declarations were meant to indicate that 
the King of Pruséia still leans on the Con. 
servatives in the Prussian Diet, whatever the 
German Emperor may feel obliged to os in 
the Reichstag.

Death of Waddington Lamented. 

M. Waddington’s death is not less lamented 
in England than in France. He had been so 
long Ambassador here that personally he was 
almost better known in London than in 
Paris. But he counted among his friends in 
his own country most of the best men of his 
own time. His services to France as Minis- 
ter, as Plenipotentiary to Berlin, as Senator, 
and finally as Ambassador to England during 
ten troubled years entitle him to the gratitude 
of France. The expression of it, 
save from those who were his 
friends, ie somewhat etinted. His fu- 
peral wes private, but the presence 
of such men as the Prime Minister and others 
of the Cabinet, and the eulogies by Mz.

House of Lords Doing Nothing. — 

The lull in Engligh politics remains un- 
broken. The House of Lords again assem- 
bled yesterday at 4:15 and adjourned at 
4:35. Ip the interval Lord Ripon announced 
the second reading of the parish councils bill 
would be taken next Thursday. The delay is 
not, it appears, due to the innate wickedness 
of the peers generally, or of Lord Salisbury 
in particular, but to the fact that the govern- 
ment is not ready to proceed. The much 
amended parish councils bill had to be re- 
printed in order to be intelligible, and gov- 
ernment printing is a slow business. Lord 
Kimberly, moreover, who leads the forlorn 
hope of Giadstonians, has been ill, but is bet- 
ter and expected to be in his place Thurs. 
day. 

There has been a polf€ical speech or two, 
notably one by Sir Henry James to his con- 
stituents at Bury. with remarks on the con- 
duct of business by Mr. Gladstone during the 
present session in the House of Commons, 
ill suited to the American market. 

Sir George Trevelyan, whose name comes 
seldom of late to the front, has been made a 
citizen of Glasgow, one division of which he 
represents in Parliament.

Miners Dine with a Mayor. 


If there be any event during the week of na- 
tional importance it is perhaps the confer- 
ence of the Miners’ Federation at Leicester. 
In the first place, they were asked to dinner 
by the Mayvur of that city and accepted and 
went, expressing with simplicity their sur- 
prise that a Mayor should think them worthy 
of so much honor. Mr. Pickard, M. P., their 
President, improved the occasion by assuring 
his fellow-miners that the Mayor approved of 
their doctrines and doings, a remark per- 
haps ilt caleulated to encourage further 
civilities, Mr. Pickard’s address was 
of the militant kind, but contained 
an admission that in the recent contest ‘* both 
sides had got a good licking.’’ Certain it is 
that neither desires to recommence. The ad- 
dress is full of the crudest notions of political 
economy, of the relations between labor and 
capital, of markets and prices, and of child- 
like faith that both may be permanently con- 
trolled by agreement between owners and 
workmen, whereby the former shall pay the 
latter the * living wages.” 

The miners have since started a new scheme 
for crushing the consumer. They wish to 
forbid owners to. accumulate more than one 
week’s stock of coal, calculating that if this 
restriction can be enforced they will have 
both owners.and public at their merey when- 
ever they choose to strike. The public may 
be defenseless, but there is no present indica- 
tion that the coal owners intend to commit 
suicide.

ENOE TO DISOUSS THEM. 


The Government ies Assent. to Some 
Amendments to the Parish Councils 
Bill, but Will Refuse to Make Others 
Laboring Men ‘Themselves Against 
Some Clauses of the Employers’ Lia- 
bility BilleConfidence in the India 
Council Is Shaken.

Lonpox, Jan, 20,--Lord Salisbury will 
come to town Monday to consult with his 

co.leagues in the last Conservative Cabinet 
prior to convenimg next Friday. Only once 
since he became leader in the House of Lords 
has Lord Salisbury held a similar meeting. It 
was on the eve of the rejection of the home 
rule bill. 

At the coming conference it will be decided 
how far the process of inutilating the Parish 
Councils bill can be safely earried, and 
whether or nét the government’s offer of com- 
promise on the contracting out clause of the 
employers’ liability bill shall be accepted. 
The land-owning and church interests which 
dominate the Howse of Lords demand that 
the Parish Councils bill shall be amended by 
the exemption of ecclesiastical charitics from 
the control of the councils, by the entire 
omission of the poor law clauses, and by the 
withdrawal of compulsory powers from the 
councils in the matter of land allotments. 
The government may assent to the amend- 
ment as to ecclesiastica) charities, but will re- 
fuse absolutely to make the other two changes. 

As regards the contracting out clause of the 
employers’ liability bill the Conservative op- 
position is fortified by saon- partisan protests 
from various lavoring interests in favor of 
the Conservatives’ position. Trades having 
workingmen’s insurance funds partly sup- 


ported by the masters desire the power to ex- | 


einpt themselves from the provisions of the 
bill, as otherwise the employers would refuse 
the double responsibility of liability under 
the act, as well as under the rules of the in- 
surance funds. The governnient, recognizing 
this state of affairs, will propose’ that trades 
with insurance funds be allowed to contract 
out for three years aiter the passage of the 
bill. During that perio¢l the existing arrange- 
ments for insurance are expected to lapse. 

The Peers, however, will fight for contract- 
ing out as a principle to be recognized 
throughout the. whole measure. In other 
words, they will endeavor to nullify the bill. 
A struggle between the Peers and the Com- 
mons over these popular proposals will tend 
to. irritate popular feeling still more deeply 
and to hasten the day of reform in the Upper 
House, 

Confidence in India Shattered. 

The departure of the Indian Council today 
from the maintenance of the minimum rate 
of 15 pence 1 farthinj for Council bills has 
shattered all confidence in its financial pol- 
icy. No course seems now pen to the gov- 
ernment except to confess that closing the In- 
dian mints to free coinage was an error. The 
Statist, in discussing the situation prior to to- 
day’s announcement, says: 

“* India has for more than six months done 
without council drafts. If this go on the 
government will become bankrupt. If the 
Council can neither borrow nor sell drafts 
how are its engagements to be met? The 
government ought immediately to recognize 
the mistake and not allow false. shame to pre- 
vent its retracing its step and reopening the 
mints.” 

. An inkling of the Council’s decision obvi- 
ously was known to sorae operators in the 
city yesterday, as rupee paper rélapsed 11<. 
There was a similar fall today. City opinion 
is distinctly unfavorable to the Council's step 
as adding confusion to the already perplexed 
trade relations with India and as not likely 
to prevent the eventual reversal of the Coun- 
cil’s mintage edict 

Settlement of Pamirs Boundary. 

The negotiations of the Foreign Office with 
Russia as to the boundary of the Pamirs have 
resulted in an arrangement to which the 
Ameer of Afghanistan has consented. All par- 
ties to the arrangement are satisfied. The 
State of Jakhan, which the dispute concerned, 
has been left to the protection of the Ameer. 
Russia has now settled with China its dispute 
as to boundaries in the same region. It is re- 
ported that Lord Rosebery, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, has obtained China’s 
sanction to propose to France a convention 
in which Siam’s integrity shall be declared 
inviolable and shall be placed under the pro- 
tection of France, Great Britain, and China. 
This proposal seems to be intended to test 
the truth of France’s declaration thatit will 
not follow an aggressive. policy in Asia. 

Graduated Income Tax Refused.: 

Sir William Harcourt, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, has refused to assent to the appeal 
of the Radicals for a graduated income tax to 
meet the deficitin the budget. Apart from 
the Cabinet's decision on an increase of the 
death duties nothing definite is known as Bas 
the plans of the budget. 

Policy of Jewisb. Associations, 

The Rothschilds and other conspicuous Jews 
in England approve of the policy of the con- 
ference just held in Paris by delegates from 
Jewish associations in Europe and America. 
The principal subject of doubt was the colo- 
nization of Palestine. The conference did 
not favor measures to stimulate the great flow 
of Jewish emigration, but was anxious rather 
to check it or regulate it, notably at Russian 
ports. The first efforts of the associations 
will be to establish order among the Jews al- 
ready in Pa'estine, to find them work, and to 
control competition for the land. The Roths- 
schilds are forming schools for the primary 
technical education of ernigrants. 

Anglo-Australian Cable Via Canada, 

The Colorial Office is in favorof a plan to 
subsidize the enterprise of laying a purely 
British cable from Australia to England via 
Canada. In consulting with Arnold Morley, 
Postmaster-General, the Marquis of Ripon, 
the Colonial Secretary, discovered, however, 


that the postoffice could not be committed to 


the policy of a grant. The question had not 
been referred to the Cabinet, 

Stealing from an American Magazine. 

The publishers of Enquire Within made an 
application in chancery this week for an in. 
junction to restrain the publishers of the 
Spinning Wheel from using copyrighted arti- 
cles. It was brought ovt in court that the 
publishers of both periodicals stole freely 
from an American monthly magazine. The 
defendants got costs. 

‘Daly’s Success in London. 

Augustin Daly was interviewed today con- 
cerning the report that he will bring his Lon- 
don season to a premature close. He said he 
never had the intentioa of shortening Ada 
Rehan’s stay here, now that her Viola in 
Shakspeare’s **‘ Twelfth Night” had become 
the only positive sensation of the fashipnable 
London season; he was more likely to pro- 
long his season ‘than shorten it. His season 
would certainly last until May, when Eleonora 
Duse would begin a six-weeks’ engagerent. 
After Duse, Sarah Bernhardt would begin her 
engagement. “This season. covers forty 
weeks,” continued Mr. Daly, ** Rehan with 
twelve weeks between Duse and Bernhardt. 
That does not indicate failure. The fact is 
that my theafer has become a house of the 
highest class at less labor and expense than is 
required to make a Fifth avenue success.

WURTEMBERG AGAINST WINE TAX, 


Prime Minister Mittnacht Evokes Great 
Applaunre in the Reichstag. 
Berwin, Jan, 20.— the debate on the 
wine tax bill in, the Reichstag today Herr 
Payer, a member of the Volkspartie, who sits 
for a Stuttgart district, reproached the Feder- 
al governments, especially that of Wurtem- 


, berg, for agreeing to such a measure Weing 
brought before the Reichstag. 


The reserved 
rights of Wurtemberg, he declared, were in- 
terfered with by the bill. 

Dr. Mittnacht, Prime Minister of Wurtem- 
berg. immediately declared that Wurtemberg 
possessed no reserved rights in regard to 
wine. He added, however, that during 
1870, when the negotiations for establishing 
German unity were being conducted, Prussia 
had solemnly promised that wine would 
never be taxed for imperial purposes. En- 
tirely upon the strength of this promise Wur- 
temberg had refrained fromm then insisting 
that a clause prohibiting the taxing of wine 
for imperial purposes should be incorporated 
in the Constitution. 

This statement caused a decided sensation 
in the House. Continuing, Mittnacht said 
Wurtemberg had in the Bundresrath strenu- 
ously opposed the wine tax bill and would 
persist in its opposition to a tax which meant 
ruin for the wine growers. 

When Dr. Mittnacht declared Wurtemberg 
had opposed the billin the Bundesrath there 
was great applause among members of the 
Left; and when he added that the kingdom 
would cdntinue its opposition he caused a 
storm of applause from the opponents of the 
government proposal, 


ANARCHISTs IN THE MOUNTAINS, 


Order .Fairly Restored in the Carraras=— 
Learning Secrets of the Reda, 
(Copyright, 1894, by the United Press.] 
Rome, Jan. 20.—Carrara, Massa di Carrara, 
and the surrounding country was fairly trau- 
quil today. Occasionally a black flag was vis- 
ible in the mountain and a few gun shots were 
heard. The bands of fugitive Anarchists were 
supposed to be exchanging signals concerning 
the movement of the troops. The Alpine 
troops penetrated some of the wildest parts 
of the mountains, but encountered no An- 
archists. The police have gained considerable 
information since Wednesday as to the organ- 
ization and methods of the Anarchists. Ap- 
parently there is perfect subordination in 
their ranks. Implicit, biind obedience is re- 
quired from all. The chiefs of the groups 
have far-reaching powers, Every member is 
required to pay 60 centimes weekly to the 
organization. The money is used to relieve 
Anarchists fleeing from officers of justice and 
to buy weapons. The police have seized 
many copies of the manual of anarchy, 


MUTINOUS CONVICTS SHOT DOWN, 


Prisoners at Iglau Restrained Only by the 
Military. 

Vienna, Jan. 20.—The convicts in the State 
Prison at Iglau, Moravia, reyolted yesterday 
and attacked the warders. Military assist- 
ance was at once called for, but before the 
troops arrived onecf the warders had been 
killed by the convicts. The latter manifested 
a disposition to attack the soldiers and would 
probably have-.done so had not energetic 
action been taken. Immediately the convicts 
refused to reénter their cells orders were 
given to the troops to fire upon them. A vol- 
ley was poured into the crowd of prisoners 
and three of them fell dead. The others were 
cowed by this prompt method of dealing with 
them and at once signified that they would 
obey the warders.

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BULL ENTHUSIASM BREAKS OUT IN 
- WALL STREET. 


Only Two Stocks Have Declined as Much 

as One Per Cent, While All Others 

Show a Healthy Advance—Brokers Send 

Out Letters to Their Clients to the Ef- 

fect That Rock .Bottom Has Been 

_ Touched and Improvement Is Certain 
«Bonds in Demand. 


New York, Jan. 20.—[Special. ]—Apparent- 
ly the bear raiders of the stock market have 
grown tired of attacks which fail to bring out 
stocks. They hammer and hammer, but ac- 
complish nothing beyond extending their own 
short market. When, under pressure, quota- 
tions go down a little they do not stay down. 
It becomes more and more plain that the peo- 
ple who own stocks are not disposed to be 
frightened into sacrificing them. The scare 
which has affected prices so vastly during re- 
cent months is either completely over or else 
has lost its effectiveness. No more convincing 
statetnent could be made illustrating the firm- 
ness of the market and its pronounced tend- 
ency toward better conditions than to quote 
the changes. which have taken place in active 
stocks during the last week. Just two (both 
trusts) have declined as much as 1 per cent: 
Sugar trust declined 14; National Cordage, 
444. Here is the other—and the cheerful— 
side of the list: American Tobacco, advance 
1; Cotton Oil preferred, 8%; Burlington, 
1%; Canada Southern, 2% ; Chicago Gas, 14 ; 
Lackawanna, 44; whisky trust, 144; Louis- 
ville and Nashville, 244; Michigan Central, 
14¢; Missouri Pacific, 15¢; National Lead, 3; 
National Lead preferred, 444; New York Cen- 
tral, 344; New York and New England, 1%; 
Jersey Central, 1%; Northwest, 334; North- 
ern Pacific preferred, 134¢; Omaha, 1%; 
Pullman, 344; Reading, 2; Rock Island, 2%; 
St. Paul, 24%; ‘Southezn Pacific, 2; Union 
Pacific, 1%. 

Market Is Broadening. 

More stocks were traded in, too, during the 
week than for any recent similar term. The 
market is unmistakably broadening. One of 
the most significant developments in favor of 
the bull side is the sudden conversion of the 
general Wall street * public’’ to hopeful 
views. For nearly a year everybody has been 
talking blue. Now it begins to look as if 
there would be a complete move to the other 
side. Nothing is more encouraging than the 
reports which come now from the commercial 
agencies. They were far from inciting confi- 
dence during the last haif year. Now they are 
practically unanimoms and almost enthusiastic 
in predicting improvement. For the first time 
since 'last spring all these reports agreed on 
gains in trade conditions. It is in reflection 
of recited facts from such authorities that the 
foremost brokers of the street are sending 
out advices to customers to take the long side 
of the stock market. There is something 
more than idle or manipulated sentiment 
back of such advices. Investors have un- 
doubtedly been coming into the market. 
Every prominent commission house in the 
street has buying orders and the big bond 
houses report that they have a much. in- 
creased inauiry for good investments, both 
by personal calls and by mail. Thay report. 
toa, that the execution of orders for such se- 
curities results regularly in advancing quota- 
tions. Thereis, as u conspicuous backer puts it, 
‘*a dead scarcity of first-class investments.”’ 
It looks as if much of the recent loud bear 
talk had been started to help along the buy- 
ing schemes of big men who, quick to recog- 
nize the changed conditions, are hard at. work 
picking up bargains. And itis to be noted 
that some excellent gentlemen of Chicago are 
at the very front in this style of stock market 
finesse.

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ATOHISON’S OONDITION A HEALTHY 
ONE FOR THE TIMES. 


Revival in the Earnings Will Place the 
Road Where Its Financial Base May Be 


Easily Settled by the Middle of the | 


Yéar=General Solicitor Fish of the St. 
Paul Resigas to Return to Wisconsin= 
Transcontinental Rates Are Still Un- 
settled=Northern Pacific Litigation. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 20.—There is no foun- 
dation for the report that the Atchison’s col. 
lateral behind its floating debt has been sacri- 
ficed. Some of the bankers may have sold 
short, but every joan has been renewed, and 
so far as the Atchison treasury is concerned 
all the collateral is intact. 
no misstatements of Atchison affairs in any 
way. The floating debt at the time of the 
receivership was said to be $5.600,000, and 
the receivers’ statement of $6,200,000 was a 
surprise to those well informed. The float- 
ing debt was, and is, $5,600,000, secured by 
$14,000,000 at par value in bonds, but as 
there were $600,000 in drafts in transit the 
receivers included these in order not*to un- 
derestimate the indebtedness, so outside the 
Jan. 1 coupons the floating debt is under 
$5,700,000. 5 

If Atchison stock was held by few interests 
instead of 14,000 people the simplest way 
out would be a contribution of $10 a share 
and the freeing of the company from all in- 
debtedness outside the bonds, but such an 
assessment cannot be collected from so large 
a number of stockholders without foreclos- 
ure, which would be more expensive for all 
the bonds in default, as well as involving 
the sacrifice of the valuable territorial charter 
of the company and doing unnecessary in- 
justice to stockholdings representing a cash 
expenditure in the property of more than 
$60,000,000. 

All that Atchison needs is “ days of grace ” 
during the present depression and six months’ 
grace is allowed by the terms of the general 
mortgage. No necessity is now apparent for 
any. reorganization of Atchison finances ex- 
cept in the nature of a little funding secured by 
the company’s coupons of say, perhaps, two 
coupons on the greneral mortgage fours and six 
on the second mortgage bonds that ‘were 
formerly income bonds, the separation of the 
Colorado Midland, and on some rounding out 
ofthe original reorganization plans as re- 
spects Atlantic and Pacific. It will be re- 
membered that general mortgage bonds were 
reserved for the retirement of the Atianticand 
Pacific and this should now be undertaken 
upon a fair basis of the worth ofthe Atlantic 
and Pacific, 

There is no need for interference with the 
St. Louis and San Francisco railroad com- 
pany except possibly the funding of a few 
coupons so that earnings may free the com- 
pany of floati debt and leave the whole 
Atchison systerf in strong financial ition. 
The important matter is earnings and if these 
revive before July 1 Atchison should have no 
difficult problem to settle its financial base. 

The capital stock of the Atchison compan 
may look large when stated as $102,000,000, 
but it looks small when stated as less than 
$12,000 per mile, and smaller yet in the mar- 
ket, where it isselling for $1,500 a _ mile, al- 
though it represents cash from stockholders’ 
pockets of $7,000 a mile over and above the 
bonded debt. 

The general mortgage is not for $150,000,,- 
000, us is popularly supposed, but for $230,. 
000,000, ef which $150,000,000 was made 
mortgage 4sand $80,000,000 income 5s, 
and when these last were conver into gen- 
eral mortgages the incomes remained in trust 
as their security. 


GENERAL SOLICITOR FISH RESIGNS, 
He Leaves the Milwaukee and St. Paul to 
Practice Law in Wisconsin. 

A dispatch from Milwaukee states that John 
T. Fish, General Solicitor of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway company, 
has resigned. Mr. Fish said he has tendered 
his resignation. But it has not yet been ac- 
cepted. Hedeclined to state his reasons for 
taking the step, but said it was his intention 
to go back to Wisconsin and remain there, 
Mr. Fish is 55 yéars old, and has been 
connected with the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road since 1887. Previous to 
that time he practiced law in Wisconsin. 
For many years before the war he lived at 
Burlington, Wis. He served in the Union 
Army, and after the war took up the practice 
of law in Burlington. Subsequently he moved 
to Racine and then to Milwaukee. It was 
while he lived at the latter city that his pres- 
ent position was offered to him and he ac- 
cepted it. Mr. Fish lives on a farm near 
Downer’s Grove. His friends say he is anx- 
ious to go back to Wisconsin, and can give no 
other reason for his resignation. 


More Northern Pacific Litigation. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 20.—Attorney J. F. Har- 
per, acting for Bruyton Ives, President of North- 
ern Pacific railroad company, today filed a peti- 
tion in the United States Court asking that the 
court protect the rights of the company, which, it 
is alleged, are infringed by the activa of the re- 
ceivers, and that the court issue an order direct- 
ing the receivers to furnish to the company the 
necessary accommodations for the transaction of 
business. The petition tells how the directors 
were ousted by the stockholders and how th@of- 
ficers resigned as officers of the company, but re- 
tained their respective positions under the re- 
ceivers. The sian were induced to resign, it 
is alleged, by the receivers on pain of being dis- 
charged. The petition then goes on to relate 


how formal demand was made upon the receivers | 


for the return of the properties of the company, 
which demand was denied. The hearing will not 


come up until Feb. 5. 


Transcontinental Rate Troubles. 

Transcontinental passenger affairs are still un- 
adjttsted so far as rates from Chicago to Pacific 
coast points are concerned. The Western Passen- 
ger Association and transcontinental lines re- 
sumed their conference yesterday morning and 
did not adjourn ti!l late in the evéning, but made 
no headway whatever. The Western roads em- 
phatically declined to accept the propositions 
submitted by the transcontinental lines without 
knowing definitely what their proportion of the 
through rate is to be. it was finally resolved bv 
the estern roads that the Transcontinental 
cémmittee be requested to take into considera- 
tion the various points relating to rates and di- 
visions which bad n presented by the Western 
roads during the conference and to formulate at 
the earliest date practicable a final proposition 
for the settlement of the difficulties. As soon as 
the proposition is received a general meeting of 
the Wentest Passenger Association will be called 
to consider it.

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Chicago Avenue Garbage Dump Responsi- 
ble for Much Dissatisfaction. ~ 


A trip to the foot of Chicago avenue will 
easily convince the most skeptical that the 
residents of that neighborhood have just 
cause for complaint on account of the disease- 
breeding and nauseating stench arisimg from 
the 600 loads of garbage deposited there 
daily by the city. Property-owners say if this 
condition of affairs is allowed to continue the 
first warm ‘weathor that comes, or even a few 
more days like the last three, will sea the 
breaking out of an epidemic. 

In 1877 the authorities of New York al- 
lowed the garbage of the city to be dum ped 
out on the low-lying lots of Hariem Flats. 
raising them up to the level of the street 
grade. The following spring typhoid-fever 
broke out, became epidemic, and resulted in 
the death of over 300 persons. Precisely this 
state of affairs, it is said, now confronts the 
residents in the vicinity of Chicago avenue, 
Pine, and Superior streets. Men whose lots 
a few months ago touched the water will soon 
sore a telescope to see as faras Lake Mich. 

One year ago the house at No. 420 Chicago 
avenue stood exactly seventy-five feet from 
the lake. Today there is a stretch of over 600 
feet between this house and the water, and 
before the summer is over there will be 400 
feet more of made land, all one solid mass of 
garbage ranging in depth from five 
to seven feet. This garbage is composed of 
ashes, manure, offal, sewer and street scra p- 


Petitions for the abatement of the nuisance 
are of no avail. Complaints and protests 
addressed to the Board of Health and City 
Council have not brought any relief, Reai- 
dents here have liv with this constant 
menace to their health at their doors. Land- 
lords are now beginning to lose their tenants, 
who say they will not remain in any place 
where the only thing they are able to see 
during the entire day is a procession of 
garbage wagons coming and going. 

John B. Strasburger, an attorney, says in 
regard to this nuisance: “I live at’ No, 420 
Chicago avenue and own the house there. I 
have experienced much unpleasantness from 
the constant passing of these garbage wagons. 
It iseven kept up Sundays. There is al- 
ways more or less odor distinguishable from 
this dump, which is only a short distance 
from my house. I would not under any con- 
sideration even walk out over this made land 
to the edge of the lake. I am sure that in 
this mass of garbage are the germs 
of smallpox, ecariet and typhoid fever. 

only way I know of to do away with 
the nuisance is to burn the garbage and use 
the ashes only to fill up this land. There is a 
municipal law requiring all garbarge-boxes to 
have two compartments. one for refuse, the 
other for ashes. This renders it an easy wat- 
ter to dispose of the two separately.” 

R. G. Chandler of the Board of Trade says: 
“I live at No. 410 Chicago avenue. The 
garbage which the city allows to be dumped 
at the foot of this street is:an outrage on 
every man, woman, and child in the neigh- 
borhood. It is certainly endangering the 
lives of all of us. We have written repeatedly 
to the Board of Health, and no attention 
whatever is paid to our letters. I shall be 
compelled to move away from this street be- 
fore spring.”’ : 

Another property-owner says: “I have in- 
vested all my money in this house. My ten- 
ants on second floor pay me $75 and 
those on the third floor $60 a month. They 
are my sole source of income, and now they 
have given notice that they are going to leave. 
They say they will not stay here with those 
wagons going by all the time. My property 
is damaged. I would be glad to sell it today 
if I could, but nobody would come here to 
live now on Garbage avenue, as we call it. 
‘The city has robbed me by almost ruin 
my home, and if I wasa man I would fin 
out if there wasn’t some way to stop this fu- 
neral procession. Nothing goes past here any 
more except tramps and garbage wagons.”’ 


FEMININE COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 


They Are Energetic, Industrious, and Gen- 
erally Successful, 

“There are several lines of trade that the 
women are taking away from us drummers,” 
said Mr. J. K. Albion, a traveling salesman 
for a large New York house, to a New Orleans 
Times-Democrat reporter. “ Yes, there are 
women who are knights of the ‘grip,’ as you 
cail them, and I must confess they do much 
better than a man could in the particular 
lines they handle. There are not 80 very 
many of them, yet I scarcely make a trip but 
I run across one or two, andthe number 
is constantly increasing. They are strong, 
clear-sighted and clear-headed women, too; 
some of them very pretty, and in every in- 
stance perfect ladies.

SUPT. LANE WOULD AMEND THE LAW. 


He Suggests Changes in the Compulsory 
Education Statute. 

Supt. Lane is of opinion that the com pul. 
sory education law should certainly be amend- 
ed. He calls attention to the fact that the 
law is weak so far ‘as getting children to 
school is concerned, as it simply provides that 
children between 7 and 14 years shall attend 
sixteen weeks of the school year. It should 
be amended in that.respect, fixing these six- 
teen weeks early in the year, he says. Said 
Mr. Lane: ‘ The law should vompel the at- 
tendance of every child of. school age and 
under 12 years for at least thirty weeks of the 
year, and every child between the ages of 12 
and 14 years at least twenty weeks. Of 
course as it is now it is of no effect as a com- 
pulsory measure, as has been pointed out by 
the Committee on Compulsory Education. 
But the report shows also that much has been 
done by moral suasion. The attendance

Foreed to Await the Expiration of Patents 
Ref. He Could Put in‘ Use the In- 
strument He Himself Invented=The 
Narrow Margin by Which He Lost the 
Great Fight in the Supreme Court for 
the Fundamental PatenteHis Remark- 
able Life at Eberly’s Mills, Pa. 


PHILADELHHLA, Pa., Jan. 18.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.}—The Common Council granted 
permission today to the Drawbaugh Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company to construct 
and operate its system within the city limits. 
The incident is a logical sequence of the ap- 
proaching expiration of the patent of Alexan- 
derGraham Bell on the telephone receiver. 
It has a deeper significance, however, in bring- 
ing again into juxtaposition the two names 
that were foremost in the great contest for 

the fundamental telephone patent, Draw- 
baugh and Bell. 
_ Daniel Drawbaugh’s home is at Eborly’s 
Mills, Pa., and there he was born in 1827. 
His life has been passed in his workshop. It is 
known that he had no education even of the 
comnron Order, and he has never attempted 
to correct these early deficiences. His in- 
nate genius has supplied much that men ac- 
quire from books, fed by a library consisting 
of these works: ‘ Comstock’s Philosophy,” 
* Parker’s Philosophy,’’ ‘“* Youmans’ Chem- 
istry,” and two volumes of * Tomlinson’s 
Cyclopedia of Useful Arts.” He married 
early, and with a large family to care for he 


actual poverty. 

The idea of transmitting articulate speech | 
by electricity came to him as the climax of a 
long series of inventions of varying character. 
He himself does not know when he began 
first to study the subject except that it was “‘a 
long time ago.”’ From testimony of neigh- 
bors it has been learned that it was in the 
years of 1859 and 1860, He experimented 
first with the vocal organs by putting his hand 
on his throat and feeling the vibrations of the 
vucal cords., The fact that sound had the ef- 
fect to set up vibrations in solid substances he 
had learned by notic.ng the effect on the sur- 
face of partitions and by/experimenting in the 
effects produced by extending alight wooden 
bar between partitions. Then by causinga 
vibration on one partition he discovered that 
the bar transmitted the same vibration to the 
opposite partition. He pursued the principle 
always that the current must not be broken 
and fromthe first his conception was of a con- 
tinuous current) 

Makes His First Telephone. 

He is believed to have made his first ma- 
chine in 1867. He set it up between his 
workshop and his home. It was not a success, 
but he discovered obstacles that could be 
overcome and remedied them, and soon had 
an instrument that would “ talk.’’ 

The evidence before the Supreme Court, 
where the final battle for the telephone rights 
was waged, shows a remarkable condition of 
affairs from this point on in Drawbaugh’s 
career. The issue was clear cut between this 
ignorant iechanic and the cultured Mr. 
Bell, supported by a host of friends from the 
“eo stations of life. It rested, howWever, 
solely on the time Drawbaugh made his first 
successful telephone. Over 200 people testi- 
fied in Drawbaugh’s behalf. They were, like 
him, poor and ignorant. They lived about 
Eberly’s Mills and had lived there all their 
lives.. They bad seen his talking machine 
years before Mr. Bell even claimed to have 
thought of his. They had talked through it 
with Drawbaugh and at Drawbaugh’s side. 
They were not aware that it had any value, 
but considered it another one of ** Dan’s ” 
freak inventions. 

These witnesses were promptly attacked on 
cross-examination. Each was subjected to a 
searching fire of questions. No loop hole for 
an impeachment of veracity was neglected. 
Yet not one failed. Not one of these ignor- 
ant 200 was phased by the best legal talent 
rin the country. 

‘the conclusion was inevitable that they 
told the truth and that Daniel Drawbaagh 
was the real inventor of the telephone. The 
case came to an <n! and passed into the hands 
of the Supreme Court for decision. Two 
opinions were rendered that are familiar to 
all and will probably never be forgotten. 

The majority, four Judges of the seven, 
gave the verdict to Bell on the ground that it 
was inconceivable that Drawbaugh could have 
invented so valuable an instrumer® and not 
have spread the fact broadcast instead of 
keeping it concealed in his own insular vil- 
lage. 

hree Judges declared that it was incon- 
testably proven that Drawbaugh invented 
the telephone, and that the decision that gave 
it to Bell was practically robbing a poor 
man. 

Even when Bell’s telephone came into use 
so able a newspaper as the New York 7'ribune 
said its only value was as an elaborate 
toy. and that it could never be of any 
tommercial utility. It is not so surprising 
that the ignorant inventor years before should 
have had no better opinion of its value. It 
has since been ‘learned that Drawbaugh did 
not realize that he had reached any success in 
simply inventing a telephone that would 
‘“‘talk.”’ The goal toward whichhe worked 
was an instrument that would not require the 
talker to stand close to it, but that would 
transmit the soundif uttered in any part of 
the room. Anything less than this he thought 
was a failure. 

Drawbaugch’'s Varied Genius. 


Drawbaugh’s genius developed early ih 
life. . When he was 12 years old he wanted a 
clock and made it himself. Four years later 
he invented and constructed an automatic 
machine for sawing wood felloes. A little 
later he manufactured a phvtogranhic ap- 
paratus, making even the lenses. Through- 
out all this time he was the general repairer 
of the village, no form of machinery being 
too much for his mastery. 

The * Electrical Paradox,’ so-called for 
want of a better distinguishing name, is one 
of his later contrivances. It consists of a 
microphone and registeringdial, The former 
is placed in a hollow iron tube that is 
hermetically sealed. An insulated wire con- 
nects with a galvanic battery and the register- 
ing dial, and the latter can’ be placed soime 
milesaway. This dial is surmounted bya 

eedle, which works from the zero point. An- 
other needle, which seesaws on a pivot, is in a 
circular brass box beneath the dial. The vi- 
brations of sound affecting the sensitive mi- 
crophone cause the needle beneath the dial to 
dip. This dipping puts one end of the steel 
into a small pot of mercury and a new local | 
current of electricity is started which moves 
the needle on the dial and gives the alarm. In 
its practical workings the machine is designed 
to take the place of the picket linesof an 
army. The microphone will be the picket 
and it can be placed as far from camp as may 
be desired. Any approach of a body of men, 
however carefully made, will be noted by the 
microphone, and it will send the sound wav- 
ing along the wire to the dial and alarm the 


camp.

C. R, WILLIAMS ACQUITTED OF FORGERY. 


The Charges ‘Brought. Against Him by 


Rand, McNally & Co, Falls. 

After a bitterly contested trial for nearly 
five weeks Charles R. Williams was acquitted 
of a charge of forgery in Judge Burke's 
court yesterday afternoon. * The charge was 
brought against him by Rand; McNally & Co. 
The case has been on trial continuously since 
Dec. 15. Attorney Charlies W. Dwight repre- 
sented the State, and Attorneys William J. 
Hynes and D. D. O’Brien assisted him. Ex- 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker and Attorneys 
Robert R. Jampolis, Charles 8. Thornton, and 
Justus Chancellor represented the defendant. 
Mr. st jo ae oe Cacarny he swacpnce 4 cme 
separate char o rsements on 
Gheoks ioe ae Bane S Nally & Co. in 
favor of various agents of the Bankers’ 
Directory. tofai amount of these checks 
was about $5,900. 

Mr. Williams was the originator of the 
irectory,”’ which publication he 
Early in the succeed- 
ing year Mr. Williams entered into an agree- 
ment with Rand,. McNally & Co. to. publish 
his directory. It was claimed by. defendant 
that he was to receive half of the profits aris- 
ing from the directory, but Rand, McNally & 


Co. claimed on the trial that the ownership of 


the directory was in them, aud that Williams 
was only employed on a salary of $35.a week. 
In 1880 an agreement was made between 
Rand, McNally & Co, and Mr, Williams by 
which he was to receive one-third of 
Williams took 
blication of the 
A cNally & Co. paid 
all the bills and charged them against the 
directory. * In 1892 the profits from the book 
had grown to $100,000 yearly, In 1892 
Williams made threata to leave the concern, 
as he considered he was entitled to one-half 
of the protits instead of one-third. June 6, 
1892, as shown by the evidence. Williams 
was called to Attorney Jacob Newman's of- 
fice and confronted with the. charge that he 
had forged the indorsement to. a number of 
checks which lay on. the attorney’s table, 
Attorney Newman had a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Williams in the hands of a constable, 
and the latter on the witness stand swore that 
the acne or Baeyge vg him ‘into signing a 
statement t he owe Rand, McNally & Co. 
$16,000, and that hé also,. under duress, 
canceled thecontract between Rand, McNally 
Co. and himself. Fred McNally then 
bought pear or bacon for Williams and his 
family to California. Williams, however, 
turned up: in New York and sent word to Chi- 
cago he was going to get up a bankers’ direc- 
tory there. It was shown on the trial that Rand, 
McNally & Co., shortly after this, attached 
Wilhams’ homestead on the West Side, worth 
$30,000. A bill in chancery was then filed 
by Williams in the Superior Court to set aside 
the assignment of the property, which he 
claimed was nade while under duress. In 
February last Williams was Andicted by the 
grand jury on twenty-one different charges of 
forgery preferred by Rand, — & Ca. 
The charge upon which he s just been 
tried was that‘of forging the indorsement on 
a check of $225 payable to the order of J. 5S. 
Church, one of the directory agents, and 
drawn by Rand, McNally & Co. The requisi- 
tion upon which this check was drawn, which 
was produced in evidence, showed that the 
call for $225 was for payment to another 
agent named J. A. Warren. Mr. Williams 
testified on the trial that he had indorsed the 
check, but he thought he was authorized 
to do so by Church, and that Warren is the 
man to whom'‘the monty was paid. Warren 
was a subagent for the directory and was 
traveling in New York.

The Professor Relates His Experience and 
Strange Rescue. 

New York Sun: ‘‘Some of you gefitlemen 
were asking about that stuffed rat in my 
room,” said Prof. Churchill, the mining ex- 
pert, at the Montana ciub,. *‘Thestory concerns 
an experience that made my hair curl. I was 
once detained to report upon workings of 
a mine called the Little Whoop Up in South- 
ern Arizona. On an adjoining ‘claim was 
another mine called the Atlas. A dispute 
arose. The Atlas people claimed. that 
the lower tunnel of Whoop Up 
had been bored into ‘their ground and a 
half million in ore taken out. ‘The first thing 


to do was to make a survey of the Whoop Up, . 


and of course the Whoop Up people objected. 
Finally an order for the survey was secured 
from the court; and Dr. John R. Parks and I 
were sent to make the survey. 

**There are tricks inall trades, and the 
Whoop Up Superintendent knew a few, When 
we reached the mine he said that the tunnel 
we wished to explore was in a dangerous con- 
dition. There had been a cave, the timbers 
Were rotten, and soon. It meanta 10to 1 
chance that we would be crushed if we tried 
it. Of course, we classed him asa liar, though 
he turned out to be right. 

**We worked our way in the tunnel until 
we ran against a jam of fallen timbers which 
were sound and were plainly arranged to stop 
our progress. Parks went back for an ax, 
while I worked at the roof with a pick to dis- 
lodge the center pieces. I succeeded and 
had climbed half way over into the other 
side of the tunnel when there came.a ter- 
rific crash of loose ore from the roof. 
It fell on both sides of the timbers, pinning 
me in a hole which would have been 
a grave right there but for a few sticks 
which held the mass of ore above. The 
place was barely large enough to move in, 
and I knew it was certain deathin a, few hours 
unless Parks could. dig me out.. Even then I 


} believed I was gone, for I did not know how 


much ore had fallen. In a few minutes the 
air got heavy, my eyes began to feel drowsy, 
and it seemed like the roof and sides of the 
hole were closing in on me. This oppression 
and drowsiness increased until I was forced 
to-hammer the sides of the place with my 
fists and head to keep awake. Still nota 
sound could I hear from the outside, and 
suly the slow crumbling of ore from above. 

foul air was getting into my 
brain, and I think I was actuaily in- 
sane with the fearful dread of being 


buried alive. Anyhow I remiember dropping: 


to the floor uf the hole amd giving a few faint 
shouts, which were echoed back into my ears, 
I had given up all hope and was almost swoon- 
ing when I heard a strange scraping sound 
above me. I yelled, but received no answer, 
and then threw my body against the walls and 
tried to pick out the ore from between the 
lodged timbers, Still came the queer, scraping 
noise which seemed to come nearer and 
sounded not unlike the steady grinding of a 
saw. It seemed to last for hours, though it 
could hardly have been a minute after when a 
bit of earth dropped to my feet from the upper 
end of the wall, and along with it came a big 
gray mine rat, who saved my life, for he left 


a clear hole for his trail, and through it came : 


a breath of fresh air that gave life to me. The 
fellow had bored his way from the shaft side 
of the cave.

Parks found the cave, got nelp, and got me 
out without breaking the air-hoie. I. caught

Origin and Development of the Organiza- 
tion That Is Being Talked About Much 
Just Now=lIts Basic Idea Is Like That 
of the Society of Orangemen=W. 8, 
Vaughan, Head of the Opposing Conti- 
‘nental League, Gives the Alleged Oath 

of Allegience to the “ A. eo a 
A number’ of special dispatches from 
yarious quarters, more particularly in the 
Northwest and West, recounting troubles be- 
tween lecturers of the A. P. A. and those who 
oppose the order, have been printed in Tue 
Trrseune the last week or ten days. 

The frequency of these collisions and out- 
breaks has excited the curiosity of many 
readers who have not kept abreast of the cur- 
rent news of the day, and Tus Txrisung is 
asked to define the order which is marshaled 


under the banner of the A. P. A. 
The A. P. A., by which is meant American 
Protestant Association, for that was the 
charter name, Tue TRiBune is informed, or 
the American Protective Association, the 
present name of the order, is not a new 
organization, so far as the fundamental prin- 
ciples are concerned. Those who choose to 
go into the history of the beginning of similar 
organizations will find the basic idea in the 
Society of the Orangemen or in an organiza- 
tion which flourished and agitated the British 
mind from 1820 to 1829 known as the 
“3 C's,” that is, Catholics, Corn, and Cur- 


rency. 

There was not a great while ago in Chicago 
an organization which was also known as the 
“3 ('s,”? by which was meant ‘* Citizens’ com- 
mittee of 100.” The object of that was to 
reach the same purpose as the A. P. A., only 
in|a smalier circle. 

Is of Iowa Birth. 

The present order, American Protective As- 
sociation, is of Iowa birth. It was formed and 
cradled in Clinton in 1887, and was chris- 
tened Ancient Patriarchal Americans. The 
godfather’s name is given as Bowers, but the 
given name has not been handed down, It 
was not a progressive order, and, so far as 
Tue Trrevune is able to learn, it fell into that 
dreamless stupor described by Mr. Cleveland 
as innocuous desuetude. 

An order known as the United Order of 
Deputies followed in Chicago, although its 
birthplace is said to have been somewnere in 
the Canadian Dominion. It went to pieces on 
account, so it is alleged, of some irregularities 
of its officers, but not until certain Chicago 
politicians had been scorched by too close 
contact with it. 

The A, P. A. came after, and, as far as Tux 
Trrevune has been able to ascertain, it hasa 
Canadian birthmark. Itis the aftermath of 
the J. O. U. A. M. (Junior Order of United 
American Mechanics), which came out of 
Buffalo and which cut a swell in this city some 

ears ago by erecting a flagpole on the Lake 
front and throwing therefrom an American 
flag. Sandy Walters, the lynx-eyed custodian 
of the Lake-Front, known in the Cook County 
Democratic Marching club as ** Big Sandy,”’ 
under the impression that the J. O. U. A. M. 
was an unconstitutional and un-American 
confraternity, marched against that pole one 
night with a battalion of men and felled it{to 
the earth. This same J. 0. U. A. M. had 
hoodwinked, so it is claimed, Mr. Cregier, 
who was Mayor then, and on the occasion of 
its national convocation -in this city Mayor 
Cregier welcomed it to the city ahd gave it 
good cheer, which it was afterwards claimed 
by the Mayor’s friends wasa put up job to 
cause the Mayor trouble. 

Its Growth Is Rapid. 


The growth of the order of A. P. A. in Chi- 
cago and Illinois has been rapid. It is stated 
that in Chicago thereare several councils hav- 
ing a membership of from 1.000 to 4,000 
and in the State 80,000 members, and a cor- 
responding increase is reported from other 
Northwestern and Western States. 

A gentleman in this city who claims to have 
a stock of information touching the order said 
to a' reporter for Tue Tripuns yesterday: 

‘The order has a paid. committee of mis- 
sionpries who lie in wait on the coming and 
going of citizens with this question: ‘ Are 
youn American?’ If the query is in the af- 
firmative it leads to closer contact; 
and’ if the citizen is not wary he is 
run to cover and signs a paper, obligating 
himself to further qualify on call, A few 
days luter he is voted in, if it shall have been 
ascertained that the citizen has the prere- 
quisites, and then he is accompanied to the 
lodge in the district where he iives, and there 
he is duly danced on the gridiron, put on the 
goat, and put through other initiatory per- 
formances of which the outsider has many 
vague, albeit often humorous conceptions.” 

W. R. Vaughan, editor of the Chicago Swn- 
day Democrat, who advertises himself as the 
chief disciple of the Anti-A. P. A., and is the 
mouthpiece of the Continental League, an 
organization which ig the opposite of every- 
thing in the A. P. A., has, so he states and 
prints, the full ritual of the A. P. A. 


The Oath Bound Promise. 


According to this ritual, as published by 
Mr. Vaughan, the new member of the A. P. 
A., in the course of the necessary procedure 
to become a brother, subscribes to the iollow- 
ing: 

ldo most solemnly promise and swear that I 
will not allow any one a member of the Roman 
Catholic Church to become a member of this or- 
der, | knowing him to be such; that I will use 
my influence to promote the interests of all Prot- 
estants, everywhere in the world; that I will not 
employ a Roman Catholic in any capacity, if I 
can procure the services of a Protestant; that I 
will not aid in building or in maintaining, by 
my resources, any Koman Catholic church or in- 
stitution of their sect or creed whatsoever, but 
willdo allin my power to retard and break 
down the power of the Pope; that I 
will not enter into any controversy 
with a toman Catholic upon the 
subject of this order, nor will I enter into any 
agreement with a Roman Catholic to strike or 
create a disturbance whereby the Roman Catho- 
lic employés may undermine and substitute the 
Protestant; that in all grievances I wili seek 
only Protestants and counsel with them, to the 
exciusion of ail Roman Cathiolics, and will not 
make known to them anything of any nature 
matured at such conferences; that I will not 
countenance the nomination. in any caucus or 
convention of a Roman Catholic for any office in 
the gift of the people, and that I will not vote 
for nor counsel others to vote for a Roman Catn- 
Olic, but wiil vote only for a Protestant: that I 
will endeavor at all times to place -he political 
a ions of this government in the hands of 

rotestants. (Repeat. ) To all of which I do 
most gre ngy promise and swear, so help me 

en. 


Denunciation of the Pope. 


I, , in the presence of Almighty God. do 
swear that | will use’ All my Rent buckbavane to 
protect the Constitution of the United States, the 
existing laws, and our public school system, with 
my money, influence, and even my life. In pur- 
suance of this f will be subservient to all legally 
constituted authority, and will obey .in this re- 
spect all orders issued from the National or State 
Council through the proper channels.

grips, or passwords, or anything pertaining to it, 
nor the name of any member,even to another mem- 
ber outside the council chamber, I will ever hold 
myself in readiness to defeat the machinations 
of the Church of Rome at the ballot-box or even 
by foree of arms.

PENNED IN WITH FEROCIOUS WOLVES. 


A Ranchman’s Thrilling Adventure on a 


Nebraska Prairie. 

[Galveston News: Lance Butterfield, a 
ranchman rear Gordon, Neb., is rieher today 
than he was last week by the possession of 
some dozen of wolf skins and an exciting ex- 
perience with the animals they originally cov- 
ered, with about twenty more thrown in to 


make good measure, 

Situated about 300 yards from his main 
dwelling-house is a roofed-in fold, where are 
placed at night the sheep having little ones, 
and this fold is intrusted to the care of a boy 
named Zekiel. But it happened that Zekiel’s 
young affections are placed on a neighbor’s 
buxom daughter, and it was while think- 
ing deeply of the fascinating damsel, enjoy- 
ing in anticipation the evening with her, that 
Zekiel forgot to secure the door to this place, 
He was still absent when Mr. Butterfield was 
awakened by his wife, who dec!ared that there 
was some one in the *‘ lambs’ house,’”’ as it is 
called. 

The ranchman was prepared to dispute this 
with the lady, when a series of suspicious 
sounds caused him to spring quickly from his 

These sounds were of several sheep, and 
the young being caught by the throat, the cry 
stifled and choked, as if a cruel clutch killed 
it before it was well given birth to. Mr. But- 
terfield threw open the window and called for 
Zekiel, and, receiving no answer, dressed him 
self hurriedly and seizing his revolver mad 
for the spot.

The robbers then tried to run out of the 
door, but the ranchman determined on re- 
venge, and ciosed the only exit and continued 
firing. But finding themselves trapped the 
anitnals seemed to grow frantic, and before 
Mr. Butterfield could suspect what was about 
to happen flew at him with such force as to 
cause him to stagger back against the wall. 
His pistol was now' empty, and he was only 
able to defend himself from his foes by 
knocking about him with the butt of his 
weapon. They tore at his limbs, but poorly 
covered by apair of light boots that he had 
drawn on in coming out, and his feet and 
lower legs were soon bleeding freely, while 
the sharp fangs of the animals found the bone 
itself under the lacerated flesh. 

Mr. Butterfield shuuted lustily to his wife to 
bring him help, but such was the yelping, 
snarling, and howling in the fold that he 
doubted that his voice would reach her. But 
she heard the pistol shots and the noise of the 
struggle, ard screamed afresh for Zekiel, 
who, by this time, was approaching the house, 
whistling merrily. Mrs. Butterfield flew out 
to meet him and infofmed him of what hed 
happened, and gave him his master’s gun to 

o to the rescue, Nearing the fold then Zekiel 

eard his employer’s cries for assistance and 
reached him just in time to see an enormous 
male wolf leap upon the exhausted man and 
seize him by the throat. Mr. Buttertieid fell, 
with the monster clinging to him, and gave 
himself up for lost, but the boy. placing the 
muzzle of the gun to the wolf’s head, blew out 
its brains. 

The door being left open by the newcomer, 
most of the caged creatures escaped by it, but 
Zekiel continued to pursue them with a run- 
ning tire, managing to kill half a dozen him- 
self. But one oid fellow, engaged in eating a 
lamb he had slain, declared war to the knife 
and refused to be routed, but turned on Zekiel 
with a determination to kill or be killed right 
there. The boy fired upon him, tearing open 
his side, and sending the blood all about the 
fuld, but the big wolf gave nw token of fright 
and rushed at his enemy with a furious yell. 
Zekiel fired again, but the ball went far over 
the creature’s head, and before he could aim 
again the wolf had pinned him down. 

In falling the boy struck his head against 
the door sill, and for several minutes was too 
dazed to take any further part in the combat. 
The wolf bent his head to worry the remains, 
as he thought, but Mr. Butterfield, crawling 
toward the two, secured Zekiel’s gun and put 
a couple of shots in the animal's body, but did 
not kill him, as he had hoped to do. The wolf 
whirled sharply about and, still standing over 
Zekiel, made a snap at the other man, which 
Mr. Butterfield parried by getting to one side. 
He then brought the gun down upon th 
creature’s skull, breaking the weapon short 
olf in the barrel, and without seeming to daze 
the wolf at all. 

The latter now abandoned his prostrate prey 
and ran at the ranchman, who, being now un- 
defended, resolved to flee for his life. But his 
enemy was too quick for him, and was almost 
upon him before he could reach the door. 
However, near this exit Mr. Butterfield found 
a branding iron, such as is used to mark cattle, 
and with this formidable weapon the ranch- 
man-prepared to finish up his dauntless foe. 
Raising it in the air he threw it directly into 
the face of the wolf, shattering the nasal bone 
and reducing the entire muzzle to a mass of 
bloody flesh, 

With a shriek of agony the big wolf rolled 
over on the floor, clawing atthe planks for 
something to apply to the wound, and, run- 
ning up to him, Mr. Butterfield brought down 
the iron once more on his skull, this time 
breaking it and killing the wolf. He now 
called his wife and they succeeded in restor- 
ing the unfortunate Zekiel, and he aided Mrs, 
Butterfield in getting the ranchman to ‘the 
house, for his feet and limbs were in such a 
state as torender walking a most painful and 
perilous thing. 

But though it was feared at first that some- 
thing serious might come of the bites the 
gentleman is rapidly recovering. Zekiel, 
however, declares that not for all the world 
would he leave the door of that fold open 


again.

Ireland is to celebrate a centennial ¢ 
years hence if the efforts of the New 
York 98 club prove successful, but, with the 
characteristic ill-luck of the “ most distr 
country,” the commemoration will relate not 
to glorious achievements, but to a catastro. 
phe. The idea is that a gigantic pilgrimage 
of Irish-Americans shall visit in the year 
1898 the battlefielas heroically contested by 
the United Irishmen of a hundred years 
in the vain effort to put ‘an end to an odioug 
tyranny. 

The first suggestion of this commemoration 
is reported from New York, where a Society 
of Irishmen an@ Irish-Americans has for some 
years been organized under the name of the 
98 club, Most of the members hail origi. 
nally from the Counties of Wexford and 
Wicklow, ireland, the natives of which 
counties with Ki'dare made the fin. 
est record for hard fighting in the 
year 1798. The principal speaker at the 
meeting where organized action was proposed 
was Edward O’Flaherty, a _ well-known Irish 
Nationalist. His great-grandfather wag ¢ 
Captain of insurgents in ’98 and paid the pen. 
alty of his devotion on the scaffold when the 
cause was lost. Itis safe to say that most of 
the other advocates of the commemoration 
come of similar fighting stock and that the 
movement will be vigorously supported. 

In order to ascértain whether any ‘corre. 
sponding movement was likely to take place 
among the Irish-Americans of Chicago a re. 
porter for Tue Trrsunez yesterday questioned 
several who might be supposed to know the 
feelings of their compatriots. For the most 
part they sympathized with the idea, though 
—— it as sentimental rather than prac. 
tical. . 

William J. Hynes thought if the project 
originated in Ireland and had the sanction 
and was under the direction of the leaders of 
the popular movement in Ireland it would be 
warmly taken up in this country not 
only in New York but in Chicago, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and wherever 
large num bers of Irish-Americang 
were to be found. He did not regard the 
action of the New York ’98 club as more than 
a suggestion. The true initiation of such 
a movement must take place in Ireland. 

‘* The idea,”’ he said, *‘is a good one, and T 
hope it will be properly taken up. It would 
afford,a fine opportunity of bringmg Irish. 
men of all sects together—for, of course, such 
a celebration would have no national char. 
actor unless the Protestant and Presbyterian 
elements participated. The great feature of 
the movement of ’98 and the previous years 
was the prominence of non-Catholic Irishmen 
in the strugglie first to obtain Catholic eman. 
cipation and later to secure national inde. 
pendence,”’ 

‘* Do you think many non-Catholic Irish of 
the present day would join in such a cele 
tion?”

HOPKINS’ ELECTION CONTESTED. 


Court for the purpose of ousting Mr. Hopkins 
from the Mayor’s chair and placing therein 
Mr, Swift, who, according to the allegations 
| of the petitioners, received a large majority 
of the legal votes cast. 

It is claimed on behalf of the contestant 
that ina number of the Seventh Ward pre- 
cincts the judges wrongfully and fraudulently 
destroyed the ballots and made false and 
fraudulent returns; that ina number of pre- 
cincte, which will be specified hereafter, 
the votes were counted wrongfully, so 
as to give Mr. Hopkins a larger num 
ber of votes than he was entitled 
to. and Mr. Swift a. smaller number; 
that judges received. and counted for the 
econtestee ballots which did not have the 
official indorsement required by law; that 
they counted for him ballots the casting of 
which had been objected to without marking 
the objection on the backs of them; that 
votes for Hopkins were received and counted 
which were cast after 4 o’clock; that in 
numerous precincts the ballot boxes were 
stuffed for his benefit; that persons whose 
names properly had been stricken from the 
registry were allowed to vote for Hopkins; 
that in numerous precincts persons illegally 
registered and also persons falsely person- 
ating others were allowed to vote for Hop- 
kins and their votes were counted for him. 

Were these fraudulent votes deducted and 
Swift credited with all he received it is al- 
leged that he would havea heavy majority. 
The wards where the grossest frauds were per- 
petrated are claimed to be the Seventh, 


ty-fourth, Twenty-ninth, and Thirtieth. No 
one who has studied the returns from the 
Twenty-ninth has any doubt that enough 
fraudulent votes were cast in that ward alone 
to give Hopkins his entire alleged majority. 
It will be seen that the charges are mainly 
general in their nature. They will be specific 
enough when the case comes to a hearing and 
there is a chance to submit the evidence. 

It is not known yet when the hearmg will 
begin. That depends to a great extent upon 
Mr. Hopkins. He said the other day that 
there should be no delays on his part—that he 
welcomed an investigation. If he will live up 
to that promise the inquiry can commence 
immediately and be pressed forward to a 
speedy conclusion. Certainly Mr. Hopkins 
ought to be anxiows to remove at the earliest 
moment the cloud from his title and to prove 
to the citizens that he and not another man is 
the rightful incumbent of the Mayor’s chair. 

Those who have begun this contest will not 


technicalities. They will try to get the facts 
before the court, the jury, and the people as 
rapidly as possibie. Nothing will gratify 
them more than to have Mr. Hopkins keep 
his promise. If he fails todoso and he or 
his friends or his lawyers for him ask for 
postponements and make technical objec- 
tions, such action will be taken by the people 
as equivalent to a plea of guilty. 


HOW THE CITY CAN EMPLOY MORE 
LABOR, 

” When’ the city authorities were talking of 

economizing and of cutting down the expenses 


| of the different departments this year for the 


purpose of paying off floating indebtedness 
and replenishing the general fund Tue 
Trisune stated that the easiest way to carry 
out these admirable ideas would be to trim 
down the wag@ of city employés, as wages, 
thanks to the Wilson bill, were falling 
throughout the country. The attention of the 
Mayor was called to the fact that wage reduc- 
tion evidently was the national policy of his 
party and he ought to make it his municipal 
‘policy. Furthermore, to leave the city em- 
ployés in the receipt of the old-fashioned Re- 
publican scale of high wages while every one 
else was paid in accordance with the Demo- 
cratic low scale would be to keep before the 
eyes of the people an unpleasant reminder of 
the good old times, when all men were better 
paid than now. 

At the meeting of the Judiciary committee 
held day before yesterday to consider the 
petition of the unemployed for work Ald. 
Mann made a plain, sensibie, straightforward 
statement of what the city can and what it 
cannot do. After mentioning the vast amount 
of money which had been expended during 
the last three years on public improvements, 
during which period labor was in great de- 
mand at remunerative prices, he stated that 
nearly all the real estate ripe for pubiic im- 
provements had been improved during the 
period mentioned and that any extensive 
system of local improvements by special 
assessment now would be equivalent to the 
confiscation of a great deal of real estate, 
especially in the outlying districts. It was 
not just, he said, todeprive men of their prop- 
: erty to set idle men at work. But ‘he said 
that he was in favor of all local improve- 
/ ments where the property could stand it. 

_. The Aiderman went on to say that the city 
could not borrow money.

OUR MUNICIPAL MUDDLE. 

It is quite true, as Mayor Hopkins cotn- | 
plainingty admits, that there is ‘‘amazing 
ignorance among the city officials concerning 
the laws and ordinances of the city and the 
requirements of their ‘special departments 
and that “loose and unbusinesslike methods ”’ 
prevail in them. Many of the departments 
are from six months to ten years behind with 
their work. In other departments the officials 
refuse to do the work for which they are paid 
and ignore the laws and ordinances which 
they have sworn to enforce. Sjnce Mr. 
Roche’s Mayoralty the affairs of the city have 
been managed in a slipshod and slovenly way. 
The heads of departments and bureaus since 
that time have done about as they pleased. 
There bas been neither system nor regard for 
the public interests. The “heads” have 
managed matters to suit their personal whims 
and sometimes it is feared for their personal 
profit. 

But crying will not remedy this con- 
dition of affairs, and it is entirely too 
soon for Mr. Hopkins to get weary. There is 
demand for new and better methods and 


they should be applied promptly. The 
new Mayor has promised this. But 
thus far he has accomplished  noth- 


ing, absolutely nothing. His performances 
have fallen so far behind his ‘promises, that 
they are not visible. This is having a bad 
effect. The old-time red tape, muddled and 
misleading officials are not slow to see it. 
They are proceeding in the old confused and 
foggy ways. They have not improved their 
pace a particle. 

Three weeks ago the heads of the depart- 
ments were directed to present the estimates 
for the current fiscal year to the Controller 
that they might be tabulated and submitted to 
thé Finance committee to the end that the ap- 
propriation bill should be agreed upon early 
this year. The Finance committee met Friday 
and had to adjourn because the estimates 
were not ready. The clerks of the 
Controller’s office are yet moping over 
the figures. Any. average reporter for 
a daily paper would tabulate’ these 
estimates in two days and far more 
intelligehtly than they will eventually be 
tabulated by the functionaries of the Con- 
troller’s office. The only remedy attempted 
in the case of this office is to increase the 
clerical force. Is that a method of reform, 
Mr. Hopkins? 

A committee of citizens placed in the May- 
or’s hands the other day documentary infor- 


died wut of $40,000 annually by persons who 
sell liquor without license. The informa. 
tion was turned over to the City Collector. 
Instead of utilizing the information and col- 
_jeeting more he tried to suppress it, because 
some friendly parties would be exposed to 
public criticism. It took him twenty-four 
hours to make an emasculated copy of the 
list. The time had better have been spent in 
collecting the ticenge fees froin those who had 
been selling liquor without license. What 
action has been taken by the Mayor to waken 
up this official to a proper and prompt sense 
of his duty? | 

..Two glaring frauds to deprive the city of a 
portion of its revenue for water have been 
discovered during the week. Instead of fol- 
lowing up those frauds by a projier investiga- 
tion in other suspicious cases the Superin- 
tendent of the Water Office is howling for 
more help to make new assessments, and 
the chief of the map department of the 
same office is shedding tears because his maps 
are five years behind date. The Chairman of 
the ,Finance committee properly complains 
that the telephone corporation is not living up 
to its contract with the city, that its semi-an- 
nual payment on its gross receipts is not 
sufficient, while it is exacting an exorbitant 
price trom the city for the police alarm boxes. 
The only remedy promised is that there will 
be an investigation. It is-the old story. It 
would be wearisome to go over all the short- 
comings that readily can be recalled. 

There is but one hopeful thing about ail 
this. The Mayor knows about the muddled 
condition of affairs. He knows where there 
has been negligence, sloth, and wrongdoing. 
He has the remedy in his hands. Hus he the 
courage, the will, or the ability to apply it? 
He can compel or obtain good and efficient 
and prompt service for the public if he will 
exercise his authority and insist on perform. 
ances instead of promises. But first he must 
live up to his own Lewws «mrad 
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THE CHICAGO ORC STRA AND ITS PROS- 
PECTS, 

The time for the expiration of the three 
years’ guaranty in the matter of the Chicago 
Orchestra is approaching rapidly. It is, 
therefore, none too soon to inquire of the 
‘guarantors what they propose to do in the 
future, for upon their action must depend the 
decision of the Orchestra Association. Shall 
the guaranty be renewed or shail the orches- 
tra be abaridoned, with the unpleasant criti- 
cisms which inevitably will follow from such 
abandonment? This is thesimple question. 

In considering this question, first and fore- 
most the fifty guarantors who have helped to 
hold up this important enterprise are to bé 
commended for their public spirit and gen- 
erosity in making it possible for this city to 
have the best orchestra in the country, led by 
a conductor who stands at the head of his 
profession, and whose name has been asso- 
ciated more closely with the musical growth 
of the country during the last thirty years 
than that of any other. It is probable 
some of them, however, may drop out at the . 
close of the three years’ term. It is to be 
hoped in such case others may take their 
places, and that some of those who reinain in . 
any event will keep up the guaranty by in. 
creasing their subscription should it be neces- 
sary. Under any circumstances and whatever 
may happen Chicago owes a debt of grati- 
tude to the guarantors for what they have 
done in the past, 

And now whatof the future? The guar- 
antors have established one fact beyond any 
dispute—viz.: that while Chicago may have 
grown faster in population, in wealth, and in 
material prosperity than it has in esthetic 
culture, still there has come to the front a 
constituency of the higher music, which stead- 
ily has increased in numbers and in enthusi- 
asm, and which is bound to increase still fur. 
tlier if it has the opportunity. This is a fact 
which the guarantors should recognize as the 
outcome of their public spirit. While this 
constituency will inerease it is also clear that 
the Orchestrai Association will not be a money- 
making machine for some time. It is ques- 
tionable for art’s sake whether it ever should 
be. If it can so conduct ite business as not to 
create a deficit that is all that should be asked, 
but it take some time to do that, as 
it has in the case of every orchestra 
in this country. The great mistake has 
been in looking upon this business from the 
commercial instead of from the artistic point 
of view, and in placing it upon the same plane

versity, to the Art Institute, to the Columbian 
Museum, and to other educational agencies 
with no idea that they will be self-supporting. 
If the gate money test is not applied to them 
why should it be applied to the concerts of 
the Chicago Orchestra, which, as an educa- 
tional agency, stands as high if not higher 
than any of the institutions named above? 
Why submit them to commercial conditions 
when these others are not? 

Granted, therefore, as it must be, that these 
concerts are purely matters of art education, 
that their constituency is growing, and that in 
order to keep them up some self-sacrifice will 
be necessary, as it is with other similar insti- 
tutions, will not those who have done so nobly 
during the last three years keep on well 
doing? Would it be anything less than a pub- 
lie calamity to abancon these concerts, to 
suffer this magnificent orchestra to leave, and 
to lose the services of Tneodore Thomas? 
Rather than do this and expose the city to the 
sneers and gibes of other cities, let the guar- 
anty be renewed and then let the business be 
managed in such manner that not only will 
no guaranty be needed after a certain date, 
but the Chicago Orchestra may become as 
permanent an orchestra as the Philharthonic 
is in New York or the Boston in the Hub. 
This can be done if the business- managers go 
at it in the right way. But the urgent matter 
now is for the guarantors to prepare the way 
for it by making it certain that this shall not 


be the. last season. 


THE ST. GAUDENS WORLD'S FAIR MEDAL. 

The alleged design of the World’s Fair 
medal by St. Gaudens, which Mr, John Boyd 
Thacher is to give out by thousands upon thou- 
sands to kings, potentates, countries, streets 
and alleys, manufacturers, shopkeepers, and 
commoners, so has shocked the sensibilities of 
the grave and reverent if not prurient prudes 
of the Senate that some of them have moved 
in a body upon the Secretary of the Treasury 
with the demand that he shall not allow it to 
be struck off and circulated lest thereby the 
morals of the community shall be perverted, 
‘The opposition to the St. Gaudens medal from 
this point of view is supremely ridiculous. 
There is nothing in it calculated to endanger 
any one’s morais, It is the same old hue and 
cry so frequently raised against the nude fig- 
ure in art, and which sometimes induces these 
sensitive souls to array the nudities in breeches 
or petticoats. 

The valid objection to the St. Gaudens 
medal may be made from the basis of esthet- 
ics, not from that of the moralities,if the 
published design is reproduced. correctly. 
On the obverse isa represented the much- 
abused figure of Colambus just landed and in 
the act of offering a thanksgiving, while be- 
hind him is a row of rather ridiculous heads 
peering out from their boat, supposed to be 
his sailors. It is hard to take account of 
these heads and preserve one’s gravity. On 
the reverse is the young gentleman who has 
caused this tempest ina teapot and brought 
the blush to the sensitive Senatorial cheek. 
He is supposed to typify America, and on his 
left is a shield bearing the legend: ** E Pluri- 
bus Unum.” The young gentleman stands 
full front and in a condition of nudity as com- 
plete as that of Adam before he went into fig 
leaves. There is nothing immoralor immod- 
est in this figure, Itsnudityis too audacious 
and aggressive to offend any right thinker. 
It is as harmless asa frog or a chameleon 
and it would be just as offensive if it were put 
into tights or rigged out in cutaway and 
trousers. The morals that can be disturbed 
by this effigy must be as queer as the figure 
itself. It is certain that if Columbus and the 
row of funny heads on the obverse knew what 
kind of a figure was on the other side titey 
would circumnavigate the medal for the ex- 
press purpose of slaughtering it, and they 
would be justified: The typical figure is not 
the production of art. It is squat, clumsy, 
and ungainly and means nothing. 

If St. Gaudens designed such a hideous 
thing as this he ought to be fined, as Senator 
Pugh says. But did he? Before utterly con- 
demning the medal hear the other side. He 
affirms that a New Hampshire house stole the 
design for a device on its letterhead and has 
caricatured it in the reproduction, and that he 
has placed the matter in the hands of his law- 
yer. He admits, however, that the young 
gentleman on, the reverse is entirely nude, but 
claims that his nakedness is not offensive. If, 
WSwever, he looks even remotely like the 
figure that has been published the Senate will 
be justified in demanding either that 
he shall be clothed or that he shall be 
hidden behind the shield, which certainly is 
big enough to conceal him. It may be unfair 
to judge the design if, as St. Gaudens claims, 
the reproduction is dishonest and does not 
represent fairly his idea. But we do not 
notice in his protest fhat he denies 
the correctness of the general nature 
of the design. He only affirms 
that the New Hampshire people have 
made his nude young man hideous. If the 
general design be correct or anywhere near 
correct ample objection can be made to the 
medal from the artistic point of view. It 
looks indeed very much as if it had been 
worked out in collusion with John Boyd 
Thacher. It is just about the kind of design 
that ought togo witha medal which means 
nothirig and is worth nothmg, but it seems a 
pity that it should be scattered all over the 
earth from Chicago to far Cathay. In the 
meantime if the typical young gentleman 
who looks like a prize-fighter in repose isa 
caricature, as St. Gaudens affirms, why does 
he not give the public a copy of the real 
figure? 


. DELENDA EST” CHICAGO. 

Certain of the people who live near the 
Falls of St. Anthony amuse themselves every 
now and then by predicting the speedy fall of 
Chicago. According to them this is a doomed 
city, the fall of which is only a question of 
time, and most of them appear to think the 
time is short. Now it is the loss of its grain 
trade, which they say is beirig absorbed by 
Minneapolis, and without which Chicago can- 
not exist. Then it is the bad sewerage and 
the poor water that are to kill off the people 
at such a rate that the survivors will fly from 
the place as from a pesthouse. Another 
tine the city is stated to be situated on a 
morass or a bed of quicksand into which the 
whole assemblage of buildings and inhabitants 
are about to sink out of sight. 

The latest sensation of this kind is the story 
that Chicago sky-scrapers are going to fall 
down. It may bea year or two before they 
fall, but they are going to tumble, anda Ger- 
man scientist has said so, *‘ and told the rea- 
son why.’ Presumably he has told what he 
thinks will be a sufficient reason, but if he be 
shaky as to the facts he may not be correct in 
his deduction of the consequences of the shak - 
iness he supposes to exist here. He holds 
that the tall buildings will fall as a conse- 
quence of terrestrial vibration, but does not 
explain why much higher structures than our 
sky-scrapers have not met with a similar fate 
in other parts of the world, since they, too, 
must be exposed to the operation of the same 
vibratory force, 

The paper published in Minneapolis, which 
states the prediction and the alleged reasons 
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the full and precise manner in which the. 
theory is stated in its editorial columas indi- 
cates that the faint disclaimer is inserted 
for the sole purpose of warding off hostile 
criticism. The paper and its readers may be 
consoled with the thought that nobody here- 
abouts is afraid of the calamity it portrays so 
graphically, and that [{f they wait for sucha 
catastrophe to enable them to get ahead of 
Chicago they may find themselves in the con- 
dition of the clown who sat down on the bank 
of the river fancying the water all would run 
out in time for him to walk over dryshod and 
get his supper at the usual hour. He was not 
called " Eli, si "and did not get there.. 
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THE FOOL’S LEAP. 

The new General Master Workman of the 
Knights of Labor of America is reported to 
have resolved to take the fool’s leap in an ef- 
fort to prevent the sale of United States 
bonds. He will ask the Supreme Court to is: 
sue an injunction restraining Secretary Car- 
lisle from putting out the 50 millions which 
that official is about to place on the market. 
The grounds on which the interference will 
be asked ‘are that the act of 1875 was in- 
tended solely to enabie the Treasury to resume 
specie payments, hence there is no authority 
for issuing bonds for uny other purpose than 
maintaining the reserve; that the Secretary 
has done wrong in drawing on the reserve for 
other purposes than the redemption of the 
greenbacks; and that the Knights of Labor 
can bea party to such a suit for the reason 
that its membership would suffer special in- 
justice in the event of a bond issue. 

This is the poorest kind of logic, and Mr. 
Sovereign well may entertain the doubts he 
has expressed relative to his ability to obtain 
a standing in the court. In the first place, the 
Sherman act of 1890 imposed a responsibility 
additional to that conferred by the act of 
1875. It declared it to be “ the established 
policy of the United States to maintain the 
two metals on a parity with each other,” that 
necessitating the holding up at par of the im- 
mense purchases of silver and the notes issued 
against it under authority of the act of 1890. 
Secondly, it is the essential duty of an ad- 
ministration, whether of a business corpora- 
tion or a State, to keep it from bankruptcy, 
if possible, by the use of any proper means 


that do not entail a worse evil than 
the one it is sought to avoid; hence 
the government is justified in  issu- 


ing bonds for the purpose of obtaining the 
money needed to meet: its pecuniary obliga- 
tious, those being the payment of current ex- 
penses as well as the maintaining of the cur- 
rency at par. Third, the coining of the silver 
seigniorage , which is hinted at by a representa- 
tive of the Knights as a means of meeting the 
financial deficit, would not suffice to compen- 
sate the loss in revenue and would jeopardize 
the maintenance of the parity, besides being 
a breach of faith and an outrage on sound 
financial ethics. It would bring a repetition 
of the distrust which paralyzed the busi- 
ness of the country Jast spring, and 
the result might be a precipitation into 
silver monometallism because of the confessed 
inability of the government to maintain the 
parity. And fourth, the Knights of Labor 
could not show any grievance at all entitling 
them to plead, much less a peculiar grievance, 
one different from that of any other person or 
organization. It could not show that damage 
would result from maintaining the honor and 
faith of the Nation. The “Knights” would 
have but a poor case indeed if any importance 
were attached to the fact, formulated in the 
latest national Democratic platform, that. the 
farmers and laboring classes are “the first 
and most defenseless victims of unstable 
thoney and a fluctuating currency.” 

So the Knights of Labor have ng case, 
either for themselves or as claiming to repre- 
sent the people of the United States. They 
will have no special grievance, and for the 
very sufficient reason that there is no griev- 
ance at all to be complained of outside of the 
conditions brought about by the party which 
would not now be in power but for the votes 
of the toilers. If the administration promptly 
had decided to issue bonds last spring we 
should not have had to pass through the 
money panic, and if the Democrats had let 
alone the silly and destructive attempt 
to reduce the tariff the country 
would not be suffering today from the 
business depression which has thrown some 
two millions of workingmen out of employ- 
ment and cut down the wage compensation 
of many of those who still find work to do. 
in consenting to act the part of catspaws for 
the silver monometallists the workers are 
again opposing their own true interests, and 
it is a great pity they do not see this, If 
they realized the conditions which are 
essential to industrial prosperity they 
would applaud the tardy resolve to 
issue bonds for 650 million dollars, 
and state their willmgness that the 
amount be increased if necessary to put be- 
yond all question the maintenance of the 
parity by which every dollar they receive as 
wages is equalin buymg power to a gold 
dollar, and all the money they have on de. 
posit in the savings banks is worth just about 
twice as much to thein as it would be if the 
country were loaded down with so much sil- 
ver as to be unable te redeem all obligations 
on the acid basis. 8 


COUNTRY HOMES FOR CITY WAIFS, 

What to do with the waifs and other neg. 
lected children of the large cities has long 
been a puzzle to many well-wishers, and to 
most of them it seems hopeless to attempt to 
develop these outcasts into honest and useful 
members of society. In recent years the at- 
tention of the few has been directed to the 
fact that the rural districts offer opportuni- 
ties for the desired training; that on farms 
and other homes in the country the waifs can 
be industriously and piously reared to honesty 
and rectitude. The evil is a prominent 
one in Chicago. There are perhaps ten thou- 
sand children in this city who each year are 
drifting towards bridewells, jails, and peni- 
tentiaries, 99 per cent of whom could be 
saved if taken in hand before the criminal 
training has proceeded so far that it becomes 
deep grained into the system. Of all forms 
of charity thig is the wisest and most effective 
and will yield the best fruits. But boys and 
girls past the age of 12 or 13 years are not 
likely to be reformed so thoroughly or saved 
as if taken in hand earlier, They should be 
lifted out of the evil surroundings when not 
more than 10 or 11 years old, and the youngér 
the better. 

In the Forum for January Jacob A. Riis 
tells of what has been accomplished by the 
Children’s Aid Society of New York in prov- 
ing that the lessons of industry and self-help 
are better than alms, and that the farmer's 
home is the best of all asylums for the out- 
cast: child. The society maintains twenty- 
two industrial day schools in the poorest 
tenement quarters, thirteen night schools, 
five boys’ lodging houses, a lodging house 
for homeless girls, a farm school in West- 
chester County, a children’s summer home, 
and a cottage for crippled girls at 
Bath Beach, a health home on Coney Island, 
and a sick children’s mission with headquar- 
ters in the East Side lodging-house. Its 
schools have sheltered more than 100,000 
children, Last year the registry was 12,516 
and the average daily uttendance was about 
5,000. These children are of the poorest, 
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taught but clothed and fed, The hot meal is 
the only sohd meal of the day for many of 
them, and it is a powerful attraction to the 
children, who are thus brought within the 
range of instruction in the A B C of civilized 
manners, 

The uniform drill by squads and some other 
objectionable features of the ragged school. 
system in Europe are carefully avoided. It is 
desired above all things to bring out what is 
best in the child himself, an over 
might tend to hamper or chec velop- 
ment of individuality is put out of sight. The 
boys are taught to use hammer, saw, and 
needle as well as to read, write, and figure, 
and there are kitchen gardens and cooking 
classes for the girls. The latter features are 
dictated by the fact that one-half if not more 
of the drunkenness that wrecks the lives 
of the poor is due to waste and bad 
cooking at home, The plan of the even- 
ing schools is extended to the boys’ lodging 
houses. The boy must be without other homc, 
must attend the night classes, and must wash 
and behave himself. On that basis he is wel- 
come. Last year more than 6,000 different 
boys were registered there. The lodging- 
house is their church, their school, their labor 
bureau, and their hotel. It is their on!y friend 
and it fills the place. It avoids pauperism by . 
giving them nothing without pay, but every- 
thing so cheaply as to make sure they shall 
come there, In their plan the sturdy inde- 
pendence which is the one useful legacy of the 
street to the boy becomés the handle by which 
he is caught and held fast until the kernel of 
him has been reached if any kernel there be. 

At the farm school the fitness of the big 
boys for farm life is tested: before they are 
sent out, holes being left in the fence for 
those who tire of the work to escape if they 
want to go. There would appear to bso little 
trouble in placing the children in country 
homes, judging from the remark that “ on the 
day of arrival half the town or maybe the 
whole town turns out to welcome them, 
From twenty miles around and more the 
farmers come in their wagons to plead for 
one of the waifs.’”’ There is no ceremony 
of adoption, the society preferring to 


The results are most gratifying, as shown in 
twenty-nine big canvas-bound ledgers, each 
.filled with letters from those who have been 
befriended and lived long enough afterwards 
to tell the story of their gratitude in fitting 
terms. In other words, it may be stated that 
the result of the work is the taking of eighty 
thousand waifs from the slums at an expendi. 
ture of between six and seven millidn dollars, 
most of it contributed by the wealthy men 
and women of New York. 

The society in that city has done a noble 
work in thus transplanting neglected children, 
The article should be read by every one who 
has a philanthropic leaning, as what decent 
person has not? ' And should not the example 
be followed in Chicago? Nothing nobler, 
nothing worthier or more useful and benefi- 
cent can employ charitable effort. City life 
rots and ruins youths who are not surrounded 
by the refining influences of a decent home. 
The country farm saves them. It secures to 
them health, good morals, honesty, robust 
constitutions, and a healthy mentality, hence 
gives them a fair chance to prosper in the 
battle of life. It needs but to act here, and 
the country will do its share. The vast farm- 
ing community of the West will take, absorb, 
and rear all the children that can be offered 
to them, 


THE PREY OF DEMAGOGUES., 

It would be well for the “unemployed.” to 
take their affairs out of Tommy Morgans | 
hands and get another spokesman. He is ex- | 
ploiting them and their rare ut that he 
may have a chance to makesocialistic speeches 
in the Council and. to Council committees, 
preaching doctrines which the Aldermen 
could not carryout if they wanted to and 
which the Legislature will not give them 
power to carry out, Morgan was deputized 
by the ** unemployed”’ to get them work, 
all that he does isto urge on the Aldermen 
the municipal control of gas works, street rail- 
roads, and other quasi-public corporations. 
All this advertises Morgan but does not give 
work to those who are without it and want it. 

Nor is it for the interest ofthe unemployed 
that Tommy should *“‘ demand that the Coun- 
cil force the moneyed men of the city to open 
their purses in aid of the poor who wanted 
work and not soup.”’ Is the Council to direct 
Mr. Armour toemploy more men? Is it to 
order the factories within the city limits which 
are not running to start up? The time ofan 
Alderman may not be worth much, butit is 
too valuable to be spentin listening to such 
socialistic-anarchistic rubbish as this. What- 
ever desire the Aldermen might have to strain 
a point to do something for the unemployed 
was pretty well knocked out of them by the 
time Morgan got through with his harangue. 

By some cruel fate the *“*unemployed ” 
workmen, and too often the employed ones, 
fallinto the hands of the very men they 
should shun—of fanatics, cranks, agitators, 
and demagogues, who use them to advance 
their own wild theories or selfish ends. A 
little overa year ago the workingmen fol. 
lowed after the Democratic demagogues, who 
wanted their votes so they might get offices, 
and as a consequence too many of those work- 
men are eating soup. Nowa number of them 
are tagging after this Socialist Morgan, who 
will not secure for one of them an hour’s 
work. 

Whoever flatters and praises unstintedly ‘the 
workingmen and tells them what faultless, 
perfect beings they are. how he loves them, 
and how he would die for them if necessary 
gets their votes and becomes their spokes- 
man. The man who really cares for them, 
and who shows it by criticising as weil as 
praising, and by pointing out their faults as 
well as their virtues, is never. popular with 
them. 

The first thing for the “‘ unemployed” to do 
is to learn to shun the demagogues and to 
look with suspicion on any man who tells 
them they are the salt of the earth. These 
Morgans procure for them neither food, shel- 
ter,nor clothing. They simply utilize them 
for their own purposes.’

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-REACH AS STUDENTS. 


MEMBERS OF THE OHIOAGO UNIVER- 
SITY DIVINITY SCHOOL 


They Supply Many Churches Within a Ra- 
dius of 100 Miles from. Chicago=By 
Doing This Much Good Accrues to All 
Concerned In Some Cases Students 
Make Enough to Carry Them Through 
College=Instances of Particularly Grat- 
ifying Restults~Missions in the City. 

_ The students of the Divinity School of the 
University of Chicago form almost a dis- 
tinctive class. They are not boys, but men 
from 20 to 80 years of age. They are not in 
school partly for fun and partly for study, 
but with the serious purpose of preparing 
themselves for efficient service as ministers 
of the gospel. They are required to do 
thorough work and pass searching examina- 
tions. For at least five days of the week 
they must devote themselves to earnest 
study. But during the remaining two days, 
including Sunday, these young men accom- 
plish a great jamount of practical religious 
work. The school is not only a center of 
theological and biblical instruction but is 
also a great missionary agency from which 
week by week earnest Christian workers go 
out into all parts of the city and surrounding 
country to perform a variety of Christian 
services, 

At ‘the present time there are forty-two stu- 
dents who are acting pastors of churches out- 
side of the city. The churches to which they 
minister are chiefly in Northern Illinois, but 
a few are in Southern Wiscdnsin and Northern 
Indiana. These churches, with but few ex- 
ceptions, are Within a radius of 100 miles 
from Chicago. 

This does not constitute the whole force at 
work in this line. Twenty-nine others are 
pastors of small churches or missions*in or 
immediately about the city. Many besides 
these are assistants to pastors, superintendents 
of Sunday-schools, assistants in evangelistic 
and prayer-meeting work, and still others 
preach in pulpits temporarily vacant. 

The students get no credit for this work in 
the university, except that it is expected of 
each student that he shall perform some prac- 
tical religious work in addition tohis regular 
class-room studies. 

Receive Sometimes $800 a Year. 

Of course there is some remuneration from 

this work. The compensation for student 


} service varies greatly according to the experi- 


ence and ability of the student and the kind of 
service he performs, as also upon the financial 
ability of the people to whom he ministers. 
In most cases the remuneration is received 
directly from the field and is agreed upon 
between the student and the church or mission 
which he gerveg. When the amount received 
thus is not sufficient for his support it is sup- 
Eneeetes by the “Education or . City 
Mission Society, but in no instance does 
the student to’ any society any 
part of what he receives. Now and then a 
student gets a salary of $800 a year, but 
prnee’y the amount received by one who 

as pastoral charge of a country church or a 
city mission is not more than $500 or $600. 
Many students who preach only once Sun- 
day receive not more than $5 a week, though 
some visiting and Sunday-school work is 
added to the preaching. Students of less ex- 
perience, who are employed to canvass neigh- 
borhoods or distribute religious literature or 
do Sunday-school work, for which they are 
paid from the funds of the Education Society, 
are allowed $3 a week for one day of service 
during the week and assistance at one or more 
services Sunday. Again, many do volunteer 
service for which no remuneration is re- 
ceived, 

Divinity School Open to Women. 


Like all the other departments of the uni- 
versity, the Divinity School is open to women. 
The women do some religious work but no 
preaching, and the service is generally with- 
- pomeanenee " ; siti 

there no rule regarding 

rey ge time that students are required to 
be in school before they can preach, yet inex- 
perienced students are advised not to preach 
during the first year of their course. But 
many men begin the course after one or more 
years’ work in the pastorate, and these some- 
times preach during their entire course. 

The university encourages this work in so 
far it can be done without seriously inter- 
fering with successtul study. The manage- 
ment encourages this work upon the ground 
that the experimental should supplement the 
theoretical; that he who has devoted his life 
to Christian service should not spend three 
years, the time required for a course in the 
school, in idleness, and that every minister 
should acquire the habit of mingling study 
and practical work. Again, in this way many 
students earn the means absolutely necessary 
to their taking any course whatsoever. 

All the students of the divinity school, 
without exception, are required to write ser- 
mons, and the sermons preached by these 
students who go out of the city may be 
used for the required work. [he sermons 
thus presented must be submitted to the 
homiletical professor and to the class for 
criticism and suggestions. 

Regular Part of the Course, 


This practical religious work is regarded as 
a regular part of the divinity course and is 
under the charge of Dr. C. E. Hewitt, Secre- 
tary of the Divinity School, who is specially 
appointed to superintend it. Dr. Hewitt is 
also Secretary of the Northwestern Baptist 
Education Society, which is a committee of 
ways and means to secure necessary financial 
support for students for the ministry. His 
extended experience in the pastorate, his in- 
timate acquaintance with the field, and his 
kindly interest in the students, with his earnest 
desire for the advancement of the work in 
which they are engaged enables him to sup- 
ply many churches temporarily or regularly 
in the city and surrounding towns and thus 
furnish many needy students with the means 
to continue their studies. Thus it will be 
seen that through Dr. Hewitt not only are 
needy students assisted, but also communities 
in need of religious teachmg are not 
neglected. 

A mission was opened during the last 
quarter on Fifty-fifth street only a few blocks 
from the university. This mission is con- 
ducted by students of the _ divinity 
school aided by people of the com- 
munity. Nearly 200 scholars have been 
enrolled in the Sunday-schooi and 
the average attendance is as large as the room 
will accommodate. An evening preaching 
service also has been maintained with a fair 
attendance. Another mission has been es- 
tablished recently in the western quarter of 
the South Side, at Center avenue and Fifty- 
sixth street. One hundre@ scholars have been 
enrolled in this school, and the evening 
preaching service is appreciated by many who 
have hitherto had no convenient place to at- 
tend worship. 

Benefits to Students, 


The benefits accruing to the students them- 
selves are worthy of note. Valuable experi- 
ence is gained. False notions and exaggerated 
ideas are corrected. Skillin sermon-making 
is attained, and practical wisdom in the man- 
agement of church affairs is thus learned in 
early life. Tact in dealing with all classes of 
people is thus developed. The heart is kept 
warm and the religious pulse vigorously beat- 
ing by this spiritual exercise, so that the re- 
ligious growth keeps pace with the 
intellectual. The student is more perfectly 
prepared for his future work than is possible 
without such practical service. 

The benefits are by no meansall on the part 
of the young men. This discipline is gained, 
not on parade drill, but in actual struggle 
for victory in a genuine cam- 
paign, eause for which they 
struggle is greatly aided. The results 
attained are, under the circumstances, ex-

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RUSSIA IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. 


Peculiar Position of the Great Empire and 


England’s Disquietude. 

The increasing tension of the relations of 
France and England is lending a serious im- 
portance to that Russian fleet whose presetice 
in the Mediterranean has hitherto served 
chiefly for sentimental purposes. To under- 
stand why that fleet has caused so much dis- 
quietude in England it is necessary to bear in 
mind the peculiar naval position of Russia. 

The most important parts of the Russian 
coast line, both commercially and strate- 
gically, are those bordering on the Baltic and 
Black Seas. From the Haltic there is free ac- 
cess to the oeean in the summer, but the 
great Russian naval station there is lccked by 
ice for five or six monthsin the year. The 
Biack Sea is free from ice, but its only outlet 
passes through Turkish territory, and no war 
vessel is allowed to go in or out. 

After Russia’s defeatin the Crimean War 
she was forbidden by the Treaty of Paris to 
maintain a fleet in the Black Sea, or naval or 
military arsenals on its shores. In 1870 she 
took advantage of the confusion prevailing in 
Western Europe repudiate these restric- 
tions, and the powers that had signed the 
Treaty of Paris were obliged to let her off. 
The Dardanelles and Bosphorus, however, re- 
mained closed to her warships. 

Since then a powerful Russian fleet has 
grown up inthe Black Sea, supported by 
arsenals and fortifications of the most for- 
midable kind, but it remains bottled up and 
separated from the remaining naval forces 
of the empire by the narrow strip of Turkish 
territory through which runs the silver thread 
of the forbidden straits.

Haneiaions Russia has kept no vessels in the 
Mediterranean, not having any of action 
there; but now that France has offered to ac- 
commodate her in that respect she seems ta 
be prepuring to maintain a permanent Med- 
iterranean squadron. This course, in itself, 
is not explicitly forbidden by any treaty, but 
the question that disturbs England is w 
the lock can be kept on the rdanelles and 
the Bosphorus with two Russian fleets almost 
within sight of each other at the two 
ends.

Great Britain can-at any time join the 
tripartite coalition against Russia end France 
and thereby secure the aid of the strong Italian 
fighting fleet and also the considerable reinforce- 
ment of Austrian ironclads, besides having access 
to their ports for coal, supplies, and repairs. 
Sooner or later England's necessities will compel 


her to unite with the German, Austrian, and 


Italian alliance.—Ep. ]

The 
stern ruggedness of Cape Diamond, crowned 
by the citadel, from whose massive walls 
peep forth innumerable guns, seeins the very 
embodiment of impregnability and warlike 
preparation, and recalls the stirring scenes 
enacted under these frowning battlements in 
times long gone by; and though the buglier’s 
call still reéchoes through the casemates and 
town With the loud report of the evening 
gun, and noisy artillery yet rattle through the 
streets, its military glory belongs to the “past.

The idea of founding secular chivalric 
orders in imitation of ecclesiastic orders, 
which bad preceded them, was originated in 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries at the 
time when the whole of Europe was entangled 
in continuous warfare between the various 
States and Statelets. These orders were 
founded mostly by reigning sovereigns, who 
by this method tried to aliy their knights and 
vassals closer to them, and at the same time 


' wished to reward their services with a visible 


distinction. 

The conditions of membership in these or- 
ders were various and were regulated after 
certain rules. The members bore special in- 
signia. Atalater period, when the founda- 
tion of orders became more common, they 
ceased to be real societies and became solely 
the means-of distinction for merit, and the 
name “order” was transferred to the in- 
signia or decorations. The reigning sover- 
eigns, as a ruie, always reserved the right to 
found new orders. The main decoration or 
insignia remained the cross, only it became 
more elaborate, stars and ribbons being 
added. With certain modifications the con- 
stitutions of the orders remained the same and 
at the foundation of new orders similar ones

were designed to regulate the conferrings 
within certain boundaries, 


The reigning sovereign is always the grand 


master of his orders. Frequently certain con- 
ditions are connected with the distinction, 
such as noble lineage; a certain number of 
ancestors, the profession of a certain relig- 
ion, ete. Others are given only with regard 
to merit or usage. In many cases, where so- 
cial conditions prohibit the decorating with 
the real order, special honorary insignia are 
affiliated with the orders or have been found- 
ed independently.In certain orders the number 
of members is limited, at least for natives, 
though most frequently the limit is trans- 
. Most orders give the possessor the 
right to adorn his coat of arms with the deco- 
ration. Dishonorable acts deprive one of 
the order. In some orders an oath is taken 
at the initiation and foreign people- can- 
not be accepted without the consent of 
the sovereign and the payment of taxes, 
However, the latter are frequently remitted. 
It used to be the law formerly not to wear 
other decorations with the orders. Even now 
this condition exists in some cases. 
Most orders havea day of the year when

decorations are conferred with great cere- 
monials, and when the members have toa 
pear in the habit of the order if there is suvh, 
Most organizations of this kind are in a cer. 
tain relation of degree to each other, and it is, 
asa rule, necessary to have the lower ones 
before getting the higher. This is especiully 
true with natives, with whom the rules deal 
more rigorously than with foreigners. Among 
the different orders of a country certain ones 
are regarded by public opinion as higher than 
the others, like Garter, the Golden Fleece, 
the Elephant, the Black Eagle, the St. Andrew, 
the Seraphim, etc. 

The @ffairs of the orders are generally in- 
trusted to a commission, chapter; or council. 
They are divided in grand orders, only for 
reigning sovereigns ; house orders, which were 
originally designed only for members of the 
reigning family and their officials, but are 
given now also to other families; and orders 
of merit for services, etc. The latter are 
divided in civil and military orders of merit. 
To have different grades according to the 
different ranks and varying “merits most 
orders are divided in classes, which are dis- 
tinguished from each other by different de-

Victor Emmanuel 
II., first King of Italy, again modified the stat- 
utes, restricting the number of knights to 
twenty, exclusive of the sovereign, the hered- 
itary Prince. church dignitaries, foreign 
Princes, and certain other personages. The 
knights of this order have the title Excel- 
lency and are addressed by the sovereign as 
**Cousin.’’ The decoration consists of badge, 
collar, and star.

None of the other countries have really 
oe But what the 
Prussian “ Black Eagle”’ jacks in antiquity it 
makes good in honor, this order being held in 
the highest estimation. It was instituted by 
the Elector of Brandenburg, Jan. 17, 1701, 
the day of his coronation as Frederick L., 
King of Prussia. The number of knights, 
exclusive of Princes of the blood royal, is 
limited by the original statutes to thirty, not 
under the age of thirty, and who can prove a 
noble lineage on both sides of four genera- 
tions. Only foreign Princes and Knights of 
St. John are yoagg to wear any other 
order along with this. The election is by the 
knights themselves with the consent of the 
King. The chapter is held twice a year— 
namely: Jan. 18 and July 12. The motto is 
**Suum cuique,”’ and the decorations include 
badge, collar, and star. 
The highest Russian order is the Order of 
St. Andrew, named after the patron saint of

Russia. It was founded Dec. 20, 1698, by 
Peter the Great, who was himself invested 
with the insignia by Field Marshal and High 
Admiral Golovin.

The 
Grand Dukes receive it at baptism, other im- 
perial Princes on attaining majority.

The origin of the Danish Order of the Ele- 
phant has by some been attributed to the pe- 
riod of the first crusade; by others to Canute 
VI. in the twelfth century, while still others 
refer its institution to the latter half of the 
fifteenth century, when it is supposed to have 
been founded by Christian I. But there is 
also a suggestion that its origin may be due to 
the rise of the Danish power in the East In- 
dies.

The Legion of Honor, now the only French 
order, was established as the order of ** The 
Eagle”? in 1802 by Napoleon when First 
Consul, and originally consisted of .three 
classes: Legionnairs, grand officers, and com- 
manders. Butafter the coronation of Na- 
poleon I. in 1804 the first class was subdi- 
vided into “‘ Knights of the Grand Eagle and 
Grand Officers.”” During the subsequent 
monarchy the Legion underwent an altera- 
tion. The eagle, already designated a cross, 
now bore the name of the *“* Order of the Holy 
Ghost,’’ the effigy of Henry IY. being 

laced in the center, The cross or star

meaning of the “*‘ Divina Commedia ”’ under a 
rubbish of misinterpretation it will bea labor 
of unbounded love for the student to pore over 
manuscripts that may show the master spirit 
in a new light and give deeper insight than 
the world had into the political conditions 
that gave birth to the fierce factions of Guelf 
and Ghibelline, Cherchi and Donati, and 
made it necessary for the Florentine patriot 
to become a wanderer and exile, but giving 
him leisure hours to meditate and construct 
his masterpiece, 

He reveals himself irascible, with a soul 
corroded with the bitterness” of exiles as we 
now know him. Straying successively from 
the path of virtue, drinking the cup of vice to 
its bitterest dregs, and yielding himself up to 
prayer and the austerities of religious life, to 
relapse again and again, until death at last 
finds him in edifying. frame of mind, clad 
in the habit of St. Francis, he is lain in his 
last resting-place. 

Glancing— 

At evening from the top of Fesole 

Orin Val d’Arno, 
or gazing at the Campanile, the thought 
recurs with ever renewed fascination, ** This 
is the land of Dante!’’ Here with the blush 
of innocence flushing his boyish cheek he felt 
the awakening into new life. Here he met 
the child-love that all unregognized by its 
object lived on and on beyond the stars, 
making ‘* Beatrice’’ his synonym for purga- 
tory, hell, and heaven! 

If the rumor of the discovery is founded 
upon fact we may look forward to * Dante 
classes,’’ **Dante circles,”’ and a revival of the 
‘*Commedia’s”’ study that shall outrival the 
Browning fad. 

The study of it involves a wholesome dip- 
ping into the pages of thirteenth century his- 
tory, the great poem beinga perfect mirror 
of that stirring age, when chivalry and one re- 
ligion heid undisputed sway over the minds 
of men. Toclearly grasp the beautiful re- 
flection one must clearly behold the objects 
casting it. 

In these days of doubt and agnosticism it 
will be refreshing to stand in touch with a 
past when religion was the supreme affair of 
men, when vice existed but felt its shame, 
and mankind, though cruel, repented of its 
cruelty. 

The poet believed in. the hopeless cham- 
bers of the hell he predicted—the purgatorial 
fires and heavenly delights—as much as he 
believed in himself and in the picture of 
womanly love his pen has drawn, One can 
draw nice distinctions between the ideal 
woman of his day and of the modern world 
as given us by Goethe, its best mouthpiece, 
** Faust’ is the grand epic of selfishness as 
the ** Commedia ”’ of the reverse. 

Beatrice, in the same theme of struggle and 
salvation as Marguerite’s, upbraids Dante for 
his sins, telling him that— 

God's high destiny would be broken if Lethe 
were passed and such food were tasted without 
the repentance that breaks forth in tears— 

while Marguerite, all-enduring, all-forgiving, 
loves on blindly, with her heart broken by the 
object for whom she pleads before the Mater 
Gloriosa, gains his sal vation. 

In this age of little faith let us hear more 
from the rapt soul who heard: 


In accents blended with sweet melody 
The strains came o'er mine ear, e’en as the sound 


_Of choral voices that in solemn chant 


With organ mingle, and, now and clear, 
Come swelling, now float indistinct away.

New Yorr, Jan. 18.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|—When ‘A Superfluous Woman” ar- 
rives fresh from the press of the Cassell 
Publishing company, which will be about 
the 25th of this month, she will find an 
audience awaiting her. The coming of the 
book has been well advertised, and the adver- 
tising has consisted of arumor that it was 
from the pen of the author of ** The Heavenly 
Twins.’ Indeed, it was more than a rumor, 
too. I have seen it positively announced that 
Sarah Grand wrote the story, but she has as 
positively denied the charge. But then Sarah 
Grand has a way of -denying things. 
She denies that she is Mrs. McFall, 
and yet the evidence that she is 
is strong. I contend, however, thatan author 
who writes over a pen ntume and chooses for 
his own reasons to be ‘anonymous has a right 
to deny his identity. If this was not allow- 
able then any writer who wishes to be un- 
known is at the mercy of the first impertinent 
person who asks him point-biank if he wrote 
soand so. Col. John Hay, for example, is 
said to be theauthorof ‘‘ The Breadwinners.”’ 
Perhaps he is, but if he is he does not wish it 
known. No self-respecting person would ask 
him if he was, but sorae ill-bred creature 
might put the question to him. Must he con- 
fess to this wretch what he would not tell his 
dearest friend? I think not. 

However, to return to “A Superfluous 
Woman.’ Thereisno nauthor’s name on the 
title page, but itis published both here apd 
in London by the same publishers as is ‘‘ The 
Heavenly Twins,’’ and the story is on the 
same lines, It is plain spoken, but that is the 
fashion of the fiction of the day. Itisa 
‘purpose novel,” and its purpose is the 
same as Ibsen’s “Ghosts” and as Mme. 
Grand’s ‘Heavenly Twins,” and I have 
no doubt that it will be as much read as 
either. As far as style goes it might 
have been written by Sarah Grand. Itis not 
as long drawn out as *“‘ The Twins,”’ but it has 
the same trick of preaching. The sermons 
are much shorter, however, and are all the 
better for that. There is no touch of humor 
in this book, such as the twins themselves 
furnish in Mme. Grand’s novel, but there isan 
intense interest. Jessamine Haliiday, the 
‘**superfluous woman,”’ is a most lovable and 
fascinating character, and how she came todo 
what she did is something I cain see no excuse 
for. The author intends to show that we are 
after all creatures of our environment and 
that even a good woman may be used as an 
instrument of evil. 

Telling the Story. 


When the story opens Jessamine Halliday 
is dying. She is young, wealthy, and a pro- 
fessional beauty, the idol of the London men 
and the envy of the London women. Her 
aunt has called in Dr. Cornerstone, a “‘ regu- 
lar’’ physician, but with such peculiar ideas 


““quack.”” Hesees that Jessamine is dyimg, 
not from any real disease, but from what he 
calls “splenetic seigyre brought on by 
enmui and excessive high breeding,”’ and he 
sets to work to call her back to life. This 
he does by interesting her in’ some- 
thing besides herself and the life she lives. 
She is aroused by his words and revives. 
Naturally Dr. Cornerstone, with his original 
way of looking at things, interests her, and 
she feels with him that the life she is leading 
is very bollow and unsatisfying. How to 
shake it off is the question. She is, as Prof. 
Hardy would say, “* but yet a woman,” and 
the incense that. is burned before her by fash- 
ionable London is grateful to her nostrils. 
Among her suitors is Lord Heriot, a roué of 
the most pronounced style, but he is consid- 
ered ‘the greatest catch in Europe,” 

He tays his fortune at Jessamine’s feet (he 
has no heart to offer), and she is almost 
tempted to accept it, urgedon by her Aunt 
Arabella, and knowing with what envy she 
would be regarded by all the marriageable 
girls in London. Just as he thinks that she is 
going to say ** yes”’ she spurns him from her 
side and rushes from the room. The next day 
the society papers are filled with sensational 
accounts of the mysterious disappearance of 
the famous beauty, Jessamine Halliday. Be- 
fore her flight she wrote a long letter to Dr. 
Cornerston?, telling him why she fled and 
that he need not feel alarmed as to her safety. 
‘* Aunt Arabella’’ wasas much the cause of 
her flight as Lord Heriot. The former domi- 
nated hew and was the old man of the sea 
upon her back. She could only get rid of her 
aunt’s influence by leaving her. She wrote:

Supposing that—hate 
and hate her as ro may—yoar Aunt Arabella has 
become a part of you, which you can never throw 
off until all your body falls into decay? Per- 
haps not then—perhaps when your scul flies 


with it. ; 
I thought of it until my heart went cold like a 


stone from terror. I seemed to like a creature 
coming to life, for the first moment to find itself, 
without choice of its own, in a terrible labyrinth 
without a chance of escape. And there I sat 
down and wept... And my Unknown Foesat down 
and wept with me.

We behold ourselves in him drawn 
back es with irresistible force to our abhorred 
inning, a woful reminder of lineage branded 
on the common frame. But though atavism be 
rare in the body, no mind can call itself safe 
from the reversionary principle, nor 
dare to say it has fathomed the possibilities 
within itself, nor to affirm that it has never been 
startied and confused by some unpremeditated 
action of its own.

ELECTRICAL TREATMENT.OF SEA WATER 


It Is Said to Be Working Wonders in Puri- 
fying a French City. 

The most wonderful stories are told of the 
disinfecting power of sea water after electrical 
treatment, as exhibited at Havre, where ex- 
periments upon a large scale have been made 
under the direction of M. Hermite, the in- 
ventor of the system. The following is an ex- 
tract from the special correspondence of the 
London Standard: “A central station for 
the proper electrolyzing of sea water had been 
established at Havre, on Quai Lombardie, 
near the Angouleme bridge, and pipés in con- 
nection with it had been laid through 
all the streets of the St. 
quarter, iphabited by some 
people of the poorest classes and formerly the 
hot-bed of every infectious disease. elec- 
trolyzed sea water forced through the pipes 
had, however, effected a marvelous change. 
The streets watered with the disinfecting 
liquid by means of hose connected with the 

ipes had lost that putrid odor which former- 

y made them not only repugnant butan ever- 
resent dauger in the very center of the town. 

n addition to this two of the most insalu- 
brious houses in the district had been - chosen 
by M. David, the town architect, for the .ap- 
plication of the Hermite system to dwellings, 
One of them was situated at No. 24 Rue de la 
Fontaine and the other at No. 35 Rue 
d’Edreville. A large tank connected 
with the electrolyzed sea water mains 
had been placed at the top of each of 
these six-story buildings, ‘and pipes from the 
tanks carried down to flush ‘he closets and 
sinks on the various floors. In the case of 
the house No. 24 Rue de la Fontaine, the now 
odoriess water from the syphons of the closets 
and sinks was conducted through pipes to the 
street gutter, down which it ran some dis- 
tance before it ultimately fell into the sewer. 
The object of this arrangement was to offer 
the public a constant, visible, and olfactory 
proof of the purifying qualities of electrolyzed 
sea water. e disinfectant liquid, so to say, 
consumed the sewage matter as well as the 
along 
the gutters and through the sewers it con- 
tributed to the disinfection of both of them 
by the chlorine it still conta'ned. With the 

ermite system all the sewage water could, 
withont inconvenience, be allowed to flow 
into the sea or even into rivers, for it purifies 
instead of contaminating them.’’

STATUS OF THE ARMIES OF THR 
LEADING NATIONS OF EUROPE 


The Peace Footing and War Footing of 


the Continent a Suggestive Object Les- 
son in Connection with the Conditions 
of Modern Civilization—Strength of the 
United States Compared with Other 
_ Countries=Why It Is Unnecessary to 
Maintain a Standing Army in America. 


The peace footing and the war footing of 
the nations of Europe supply a suggestive ob- 
ject lesson in conneetion with a study of the 
real status of our present civilization. By the 
peace footingare meant those permanent mili- 
tary forces which are kept on foot in time of 
peace. By the war footing are meant the per- 
manent armies reinforced by the disciplined 
reserved forces which the nations are able 
to put in the field upon short notice in case of 
actual war. Of course, in every instance, the 
strength of the war footing very greatly ex- 
ceeds that of the peace footing. 

It is interesting to survey Europe under 
these two militant heads; to number first the 
men who are standing in arms from the White 
Sea to the Mediterranean and fromthe Brit- 
ish Islands to the Ural Mountains; and to 
number secondly the far more numerous 
hosts which actual war could bring to the 
field. In this survey I shall exclude European 
Turkey and her tributary states from the 
count and I shall pay no attention to the in- 
significantly small and weak states of An- 
dorra, Monaco, San Marino, and Monte- 


negro, 
Peace Footing of Europe. 

Under this head Russia leads. With more 
than one-fourth of the population of all Eu- 
rope, with the largest continuous territorial 
area that was ever dominated by one govern- 
ment—embracing as it does considerably 
more than one-half of Europe and full out 
one-third of Asia—and with a population which 
is increasing faster than that of any other 


}] nation in the world except the United States, 


Russia has also the largest standing army that 
was ever marshaled under one flag or con- 
trolled by one authority. Her standing force 
is placed at 868,000 men, charged upon a 
population of 124,000,000. When the Empire 
of Rome was at the maximum of its power 
it is reckoned to have contained a population 
about equal to that of Russia today; but its 
entire permanent military force, both on land 
and water, is placed no higher than 450,000, 
which is only a little more than one-half of 
the standing land force of Russia. 

France comes next after Russia, with a 
standing army of 600,000, charged upon a 
population of about 38,500,000. 

The German Empire follows next in order, 
with a permanent military force of 596,000, 
drawn from a population of 49,000,900. 

Austria-Hungary is next in succession, with 
a standing force of 326,000 and a population 
of 41,000,000. 

Italy comes fifth in the list, with a perma- 
nent army of 247,000, drawn from a popula- 
tion of 30,000,000. Great Britain follows 
with a standing force of 211,000 and a pop- 
ulation of 38;000,000. Spain has the small- 
est standing army of any of the great nations 
of Europe, it being placed at 115,000 men, 
drawn from a population of 17,500,000. 

The remaining states of Europe are emall, 
ranging in population from a little over 
2,000,000 to a little of 6,000,000; and they 
have, of course, comparatively small perma- 
nent military establishments. Of these small 
States the standing army of Roumania is 51,- 
000; of Belgium, 48,000; of Denmark, 42,- 
000; of Sweden, 40,000; of Portugal, 34,- 
000 ; of Greece, 28,000; of the Netherlands, 
22,000: of Norway, 19,000; of Seryia, 18,- 
000. The Constitution of Switzerland forbids 
the maintenance ofa standing army within 
the limits of the republic; but, as will be 
seen under the next head, she has a numerous 
trained militia, and, in view of her small pop- 
ulation, a very formidable war footing. 

Putting together the standing armies of all 
the foregoing nations, the total aggregate is 
found to be 3,274,000 men. 

War Footing of Europe. 

Still keeping in view the fact that the war 
footing is made up of the peace footing in ad- 
dition to the trained reserve forces which can 
be readily brought to the field in the event of 
war, I will next proceed to briefly survey Eu- 
— under the head of her war forces. 

ere the German Empire leads with a war 
footing of about 3,000,000 men. Russia— 
which we have seen has much the largest 
standing army of the world—is here second, 
with a war force of 2,53 2,000. 

France is third in rank upon the list, and 
has a war force of 2,500,000. Here we may 
well remark the stfiking relation between the 
war forces of France and Germany, showing 
a high stute of temsion, and nearly an. equal 
state of tension, on both sides.. The popula- 
tion of France being 38,500,000, with a war 
footing of 2,500,000, whilst the population 
of Germany. is 49,000,000, with a war foot- 
ing of 3,000,000, it will be seen that France, 
population for population, is a little in the 
lead of Germany in the way of: preparing her 
whole available material for the footing of 
war. 

Austria-Hungary comes next in the present 
roster with a war footing of 1,753,000 men 
of all arms. 

Italy here, as on the preceding roll, is fifth 
in order, and has a war footing of 1,650,000. 
Spain follows next after Italy, with a war 
force of 1,083,000 men. Great Britain has 


000: The Netherlands, 69,000; 
Norway, 54,000; and Switzerland, whose 
fundamental! law admits no standing army in 
the republic, has 485,000 trained men for

Impending Possibilities, 
In looking over this wide field of prepara- 


tion and prospective militancy the eye natur- 


settles upon five great continental na- 
tions, resolved into two groups by mutual 
rivalries and politic ‘ considerations—Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, and Italy on the one 
hand and Russia and France on the other. It 
ig well understood that there is an alliance 
between the first three, professedly for mut- 
ual defense and for the preservation of the 
peace of Europe. And it is nearly as well 
understood that there is the equivalent of an 
alliance between the last two, based upon na- 
tional motives less openly avowed, it is true, 
but equally apparent to reason, In view of the 
known positions and aspirations of the great 
Eastern despotism and the French Republic. 
Interests, or supposed interests, bring anti- 
podes together, and the United States, no 
less than France, walks close to Russia in the 
procession of the nations. : 

In the prospect of a possible trial of 
strength between Russia and France on one 
side and Germany, Austria-Hungary, and 
Italy on the other, it is interesting to Compare 
the respective military forces of these com- 
bines in peace and in war. From the num- 
bers I have presented it will be seen ata 
glance that the peace footing of the dual alli- 
ance is considerably greater than that of the 
triple alliance. The peace footing of Russia 
and France together amounts to 1,468,000, 
whilst the united peace footings of Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, and Italy amount to 
only 1.169.000, thus showing an ex- 
cess of 299,000 in favor of Russia 
and France. The war footing is otherwise. 
Here the triple alliance has, apparently, very 
largely the advantage. The combined war 
footings of Germany, Austria-Hungary, and 
Italy amount to 6,404,000 men, whilst the 
sombined war footings of Russia and France 
amount to only 5,032,000, thus showing an 
excess of 1,872,000 in favor of the triple 
alliance in case of an obstinately fought war. 
In presence of such gigantic numbers and 
proportions, however, one cannot but feel 
that an excess of a million or so of men on 
either side would not be likely to count for 
nearly so much as superior skill, discipline, 
commissariat, and fortune. In the event ofa 
collision between two such forces it seems 
probable that matters would bé put in belli- 
cose movement from India to the British 
Islands and that the political maps of both 
Europe and Asia would be considerably 


changed. 
Unprecedented Military Exhibit, 

I find from the most recent attainable data 
for all the states of Europe, whose military 
establishments I have mentioned, that their 
total population amounts to 376,000,000. 
The aggregate of the permanent armies of 
these states being 3,274,000, it results: that 
there is one soldier in the standing land force 
of Europe for every 115 of the total popula- 
tion; and, the aggregate war footing of the 
same states being 14,991,000, it resuits that 
there is one soldier on the war footing for 
every twenty-five of the total population. 
This is altogether the most remarkable mil- 
itant exhibit, on so great a scale, that has ever 
appeared in our world. Ancient Rome, 
heathen Rome, has always been regarded 
as the most consummate embodiment 
of the military spirit which has taken 
place in human history; and yet, when she 
had reached the period of standing armies, 
under Augustus and his successors, her per- 
manent military force was not half as great 
in proportion to her total population as is the 
permanent military force of our present 
Christian Europe. I mean no sinister impli- 
cation by this last remark, but simply to state 
afact. The explanation of the fact is that 
Rome, by a persistent and obstinate policy of 
conquest, had so far subdued the rest of the 
world to her own sway that foralong time 
there were no outlying forces sufficiently 
formidable to require a resort to anything like 
the last resources of her military conscrip- 
tion; whilst on the other hand the states of 
Eurepe are differently situated. ~All the na- 
tions of the continent are coterminous; most 
of them are plethoric with population; all are 
separated from each other by conventional 
lines, on either side of which are powerful 
forces—at the very  door-sills, sc to

similarly armed with the most effective im- 
plements of war. So, like a company of great 
lions without separating bars—semi-hostile 
and semi-friendly—each surveys the rest, es- 
pecially its nearest neighbors, with a view to

The 
reader must have been struck by the relative- 
ly small standing and reserved land forces of 
Great Britain, although her detached empire 
extends around the world. Undoubtedly the 
“silver streak’? has much to do with the 
fact, and it is certain that the broad Atlantic 
Ocean jis of incomparably more worth to the 
United States than is the “‘ silver streak ’’ to 
Britain. 

These genera! causes, acting in conjunction 
with the good genius of our people, have 
saved America from the dominant and ab- 
normal military system of Europe, and have 
established here a continental policy which 
appeals more to reason for the government of 
men, and less to force, than has ever been 
seen heretofore on a great scale in the entire 
history of the world. And thus it is seen that 
all I have said respecting the military status 
of Europe points a moral of deep significanve 
in connection with that new type of civiliza- 
tion which is growing up in our own country 
—u type of civilization which makes the civil 
interest of mankind far more completely su- 
perior to their military interests than has 
ever been possible in the circumstances of the 
ancient world or of modern Europe; and 
withal, be it distinctly added, a type of civili- 
zation in which the brawn, the courage, the 
patriotism of the citizen, his skill and inven- 
tion, his individual aptitude and swift faculty 
for discipline and action render it certain that 
our great peaceful heritage is in no danger 


whatever from foreign invasion.

ART AND LITERATURE IN JAPAN. 


Poor Pay of Writers and Painters in the 
Land of the Mikado, 

Only sons of wealthy families can, according 
to a French writer, afford to adopt the career 
of letters or arts in Japan. Inthe feudal] 
times when the powerful members of the 
aristocracy took promising writers and artists 


‘under their protection the remuneration was 


also pitiably small. Famous novelists 
earned from $6 to $7 a month. The immor- 
tal painter Hakusai was forced to live from 
hand to mouth. In modern times matters 
have not much improved. Among the novel- 
ists now living, probably three or four earn as 
much as $75 ainonth and five or six from 
$35 to $50 a month. The incomes of the 
others are much smaller even than these pal- 
try sums. 

The price paid a journalist for contribu- 
tions to daily newspapers or periodicals is 
also exceedingly meager. For one chapter of 
a short story such a writer, if he be unknown 
to fame, does not receive more than 25 to 35 
cents. Even well-known writers are paid 
only from $2.25 to $7 for the same amount 
of work. 

As to artists, they fare no better. In the 
capital of Japan today there are three or four 
painters whose work compares favorably with 
their colleagues in European cities; but it is 
almost impossible for them to live from the 
sale of the products of their brush, and they 
are forced to have money from their families 
or receive small incomes from work in other 
fields. The people seem to care, it is said, 
only for paintings from earlier times.

The younger and more intelligent of these 
Indians, not a few of whom are half-breeds, 
are invaluable helpers at the station, bein 
wonderfully expert:in sorting the fish an 
eggs and attending to other details of 
the hatchery. The mahalas are  particu- 
lary quick to discover any imperfec- 
tion in the red, berry-like ova, and the 
nice work of packing the eggs for shipment is 
invariably left to their. nimble fingers. By 
middie summer.a rack is made across the 
river to stop the progress of the salmon—sal- 
mo quinnat—up-stream, the natives zestfully 
leading off in its construction and showing 
both strength and skill in fitting the heavy 
timbers. Itis not until fall, however, that 
one sees the most excitingly picturesque as- 
pects of salmon culture. It is then that the 
real work of the year—catchint, spawning, 
and hatchmg—begins in earnest, the men 
employed turning to by daylight and working 
often farinto the night. The chill of early 
morning and evening is mitigated by 
the cheerful blaze of a great wood 
fire kept burning on the river bank 
just opposite the seine and within a few yards 
of the pens where the ripe salmon are tossed 
for after-cbnsideration. A single haul of the 
seine will frequently land a hundred flashing, 
scarlet monsters weighing all the way from 
twenty to forty and even fifty pounds. each. 
This enormous netful is brought to shallow 
water with much groaning and creaking of 
the two windlasses, one of which is run by 


ice-choked craters of Shasta, Mount Pit, 
Bald Mountain, and the Lassen Buttes—all 
clothed in the fleckless ermine of new fallen 
snow. There are sparse forests skirting the 
hills and now and again a dusky promontory 
- yen running out in the purpling sea of 
plain. 

Near the head pool of Fall River, in a north- 
eern neck of valiey,*stands a symmetrical 
pine-crowded summit historically known as 
Soldier Mountain. At the base of this hand- 
some pyramidal peak Fort Crook was erected 
in the early fifties at the time of bloody con- 
flicts between the first immigrants and the 
warlike Pits. Lieut. Crook, the officer in 
command, opened hostilities by a bit of strate- 
gy, which patriarchs of Fall River still re- 
count with gusto. When making his way 
down Hat Creek the Lieutenant dressed a few 
of his men in women’s attire and let them be 
seen, while he hid the others inside the wagons. 
A hundred natives led on by a pitiless savage 
called'‘Shave Head rushed down upon them 
and were met by such a score of bullets from 
the concealed soldiers that.they fled in terror, 
strewing the ground with their dead. For 
years thereafter it is said thata man in sol- 
dier’s uniform could travel the Pit domain 
with safety, the Indians fearing he might be 
the invincible Crook. Not a vestige of the 
old fort remains, a tiny schoolhouse occupy- 
ing what must have been the parade ground 
of the soldiers, 

The Pit Indian has become in a* measure 
civilized and it must be said to his credit is 
more amiable, intelligent, and industrious 
than the average native of California. The 
later generation are fairly good husbandmen, 
those who have not lands of their own to till 
generally finding employment on the scatter- 
ing farms or dairy and stock ranches. During

_ Next in order comes the thorough washing 
of the eggs before placing them in wire baskets 
fitted in long troughs which extend the 
length of the hatchery building. These baskets 
are kept covered with running water brought 
up ina flume by the revolutions of an im- 
mense water-wheel beside the rack. The 
length of time required to hatch eggs is regu- 
lated by the temperature of the water, warmth 
of course being the essential for rapid incu- 
bation. 

The McCloud hatchery has a capacity for 
handling 10,000.000 eggs. The heaviest run 
of salmon was in 1878 when 14,000,000 
eggs were taken at the station and distributed 
throughout various stream in the United 
States and in Europe. Since then there have 
been years when barely 1,000,000 eggs were 
secured during an, entire season. This 
alarming decrease in the spawning salmon 
of the Sacramento is due to ‘the steady 
encroachments of civilization in these 
northern tributaries. Indeed, much anxiety 
is felt by the State Fish -Commissioners as to 
the ultimate fate of this valuable fish. In a 
recent paper read before the annual mecting 
of the American Fisheries Society in New 
York City Livingstone Stone makes an elo-

Consumption, Rheumatism, Heart Failure, 
All Have Analogies in the Ailments 
That Are the Bane of Timekeepers and 
Are Treated by Jewelers=Susceptibility 
to Electric Storms as Keen as That of 
People«Similarity Between Old Age 
and a Watch's Loss of Usefulness. 

* That’s the twenty-third today—we’ re going 
to have an electric storm,’”’ remarked a down- 
town jeweler as he was handed a watch having 
a broken mainspring for repair. 

‘“* How do you make that out?’ inquired the 
customer, 

* Why, by the number of broken main- 
springs, to be sure,”” was the reply. ‘“ There 
is a regular epidemic to which .watches are 
subject much as humanity is to smallpox and 
cholera. It is produced by certain electric 
conditions of the atmosphere. The main- 
spring becomes magnetized and more brittle, 
and a slight shock will break it. Occasion- 
ally it will snap with no apparent cause 
whatever. I have had it happen to 
watches lying in the showcase or upon the 
rack there. You know, of course, that 
such atmospheric conditions frequently dis- 
turb telegraph and telephoiie lines and even 
prevent communication entirely. That mighf 
be expected, as they are operated by elec- 
tricity, but the effect on watches is singular. 
Frequently even a severe thunder-storm will 
produce it, but an auroral display, which 
seems to be an electrical disturbance, is sure 
to resultin many broken watchsprings, and 
no better term could be applied, to the trouble 
than epide-nic. 

‘* No, there is no reliable protection against 
it, though many things have been tried and 
many thousands of dollars have been spent. 
Attempts have been made to temper the 
springs by electricity, a sort of inoculation 
against the disease. Then a small plate or 
disk of soft iron placed within the case to ab- 
sorb the magnetism, a disinfectant so to 
speak, has given some good results, 

Similar to Human Beings. 

* Do you know,” he continued in a discur- 
sive tone, *‘ that a watch is similar in many 
ways toa human being? It has its. diseases 
and decays, its epidemics, old age, and finally 
dissolution. . Yes, and each watch has its in- 
dividuality and special characteristics; and 
the finer the watch the stronger this personal- 
ity, if if can be so called, exactly as culture 
develops and strengthens individual charac- 
ter among mankind. 

‘Now this electric epidemic, this watch 
feels the atmospheric condition as you do be- 
fore a thunder-storm, only more acutely, as 
does a gouty or rheumatic person being spe- 
cially susceptible to such influence, and per- 
haps having an inherent weakness at one point 
in the mainspring that snaps, fractures a vital 
organ, .* Heart failure’ it might be termed, 
for the mainspring of the watch is its heart, 
its driving force, True, we can replace the 
mainspring, which cannot be said for the 
human heart, but there is no telling how soon 
surgery will attain that result. 

‘Then there’s the hairspring of the watch, 
equivalent to its brain; it is affected by prox- 
imity to a strong localized electric force—for 
instance, the generator or dynamo of an elec- 
tric plant. It becomes magnetized and stops 
—a sort of paralysis. . The non-magnetic 
watches have hairsprings made of a composi 
tion metal, tin, zinc. and other varieties. The 
soft iron plate or disk I mentioned before 
gives protection to the hairspring as well as 
the Mainspring by absorbing the magnetism. 
A few years since a number of railroad com- 
panies had these iron disks applied to the 
watches of many of their employés, but they 
are by no means a complete disinfectant. 

** The lever ofa watch also is subject to 
electric influences and when polarized, hav- 
ing a forked end, it becomes a __ regular horse- 
shoe magnet and first retards, then stops the 
hairspring—a sort of spinal meningitis, you 
see 


“* The jewels and bearings are its joints and 
processes and are subject to sprains and dis- 
locations ‘as well as inflammation or too much 
friction. Any severe sbock may result in a 
sprain or even dislocation to these joints; 
the latter will stop it and _ probably 
have immediate attention, while the 
sprain may remain unnoticed, but 
will render its movement irregular 
and eventually cause far greater injury than 
an actual breaking of the joints. At sea on 
the approach of a storm the ship’s chronom- 
eters, of which three are usually carried, are 
‘put to bed,’ as it is called, being packed in 
pillows to prevent injury by sudden jar from 
the ship’s violent motion. A few minutes’ 
error in the time of making observations 
might throw a vessel many miles out of its 
course, 

Suffers from Rheumatism, 

* Then a watch has a kind of rheumatism, 
the oil with which its joints are lubricated 
dries and forms corundum, which irritates 
and cuts the pinions and bearings, creating 
friction or inflammation. 

‘¢ Dirt to a watch, like biliousness to human- 

ity, is its most frequent, disagreeable, and 
least dangerous ailment. It comes from all 
sorts of things; small dibers from the pocket, 
fine dust, microscopic matter from many 
sources work through into the case and col- 
lectively disturb, retard, and finally prevent 
motion altogether. The system becomes 
clogged and a thorough cleaning out is the 
only corrective. In both these latter diseases 
atmospheric conditions materially influence 
the patient’s condition, dry, dusty weather 
hastening the development and rendering the 
attack more acute. Rust or consumption is 
as deadly to a watch as to humanity, and, 
after it reaches'a certain stage, as incurable. 
Once in the system its effects are never whol- 
ly eradicated, and a warm, moist atmosphere 
may at any time induce a return of the dis- 
ease. 
‘*Yes,a watch is much like man in many 
ways. Each needs daily to renew its strength, 
one by eating, the other by winding, and in 
both the time should be regular and the opera- 
tion performed slowly. 

‘*With old age the joints become loose and 
tremble, lubrication is not as good, friction 
increases, the system becomes clogged, a fine 
rust produces gradual decay of the entire 
mechanism, the heart or mainspring becomes 
irregular, the motion uneven, then spasmodic 
and occasionally stops to rest, until at last it 
becomes so weary it can go no farther and 

ives way to another generation. Perhaps it 
is laid away among other relics as an heir- 
loom, or it may be sold and dissected for ana- 


tomical purposes.”’

really beautiful in her ancient costume; she 
looked a queen as she came toward us.

textile fabrics. * Lacquer work is purely native 


and almost exclusively Japanese. Authentic his- 
tory of the art goes as far back as the middle of 
the seventh: century. But decadence set in from 
the tenth century. It was revived under Ashika- 
ga Shogunate, 13836-1573 A. D. During this pe 
riod the art almost reached perfection, but civil 
wars again suppressed the development until 
16038, under Tokigana Shogunate.” 

The speaker then gave characteristic features 
and qualifications of Japanese artists. The most 
prominent one is the importance they attach to 
honor and fame. Monetary remuneration is only 
subsidiary. Rokubei, an eminent porcelain- 
maker, once madeithree beautiful plates to re- 
place one broken piece of a setof old china 
plates. When out of the three one was chosen 
by his patron he broke the other two in his 
presence, showing that he would never duplicate 
the work. This, Mr. Satoh said, is only one in- 
stance out of many showing the spirit of the ar- 
tists of Japan. 7 

The art of enameling is a child of the present 
era. Old enamels are mostly of crude technique 
and of muddy half-tonesin color. There are at 
present three schools of enamelers. The old school 
of conventional designs has its master in Kioto. 
The monochromatic school cf. pictorial designs 
and brilliant colors has able artists in Tokio and 

»Nagoya. The cloissonless school, the highest de- 
velopment of pictorial school, has only one mas- 
ter. its inventor, Namikawa Sosuke of Tokio,who 
is counted the prince of Japanese enamelers. 

Mr. Satoh produced beautiful specimens bor- 
rowed from Deakin’s collection of this city. 

Gold lacquer, he said, was a process necessitat- 
ing an almost infinite number of paintings and 
polishings. The number and kinds of lacquer used 

re not less than eight. while there are at least 
ooh kinds and grades of polishing materials, 
commencing with ordinary whetstone and gradu- 
ally going up to powdered horn. The work of 
lacquer painting is one of a most elaborate and 
patient nature. The number of coats used is said 
to be between twenty and thirty. Mr. Satoh pro- 
duced a few specimens from Deakin’s collec tion. 

The beautiful temple cabinet owned by Mr. 
Deakin he} pronounced a worthy specimen and 
urged his apdience to go and see it. On this the 
pictures, executed in gold, were first drawn by an 
artist on thin paper and then carefully repro- 
duced onthe lacquered surface. The process 
differs according to the nature of the pictures, 
while the gmount of time required for drying 
the lacquer ranges from one week to three after 
each coat. 

# 

It isn’t considered polite to scrutinize too 
closely the “ points” of a gift horse, so it would 
seem ungracious to criticise the pictures that 
Chicago artists have given to the sweet cause of 
charity. One cannot help registering the fact, 
however, that the showizg is not brilliant—one is 
tempted to add not even creditable—many can- 
yases which might have served to brighten the 
general dullness and to attract purchasers being 
conspicious by their absence. The sales, as 
might have been anticipated, have kept pace 
with the quality of the donations. It is, of course, 
a delicate task, this giving of work. Many artists 
naturally object to cheapening their pictures: by 
putting them up at auction and they could 
searcely be expected to send their best can- 
vases. Still it seems as if, the object considered, 
the response might have been more generous. In 
spite of Frederick Freer’s white-clad young 
woman with her flowsrs, Miss Alice Kelloge’s 
clever study of a girl knitting in a sunlit room, 
Mr. Vanderpoel’s “ pleine air” sketch of an old 
honse, the several pictures by: William Clusmann 
and Edgar Cameron, and the few other bits of 
work that one can find faint pleasure in behold- 
ing—in spite of these redeeming points one can- 
not help suspecting that if the unemployed, to 
aid whom the pictures werte given, should hap- 
ben to look them over they would mutter un- 
grateful things about “‘bread”’ and “a stone.” 
At least those who happened to be well up in 
scriptural langnage might. It certainly doses 
seem as if from the hundreds of women in Chica- 
go who style themselves ‘“‘ceramic artists” 
something more than one poor little bonbon 
tray might have found its way to the rooms of 
the Chicago Society of Artists.
